Edison Service Interrupted 
Monday Night. 


COMPANY TAKING EXTENSIVE PRECAU- 
TIONS TO PREVENT SIMILAR DIFFI 
OULTY EVER HAPPENING AGAIN. 


Had the big duplicate underground 
cable service of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Co., which rune acrovs 
Charlestown Bridge, been interrupted 
next Autumn instead of Monday night, 
the towns to the North ot Boston that 
tise the Edison service, would have 
suffered practically no inconvenience 
The Company, desiring always to give 
ite patrons in every part of the terri 
tory it serves, the moat coinplete ser- 
vice money will buy, has been working 
for months securing rights of way and 
extending its big cable lines around 
Boston, into the Northern District, so 
that Somerville, Arlington, Winches: 
ter, Woburn, Stoneham, Lincoln, Lex- 
ington, Bedford, Burlington and Car- 
lisle could have a triplicate service iv 
steud of a duplicate service. Since the 
beginning of the Blectric Lighting in 
dustry, any Company that gave its 
patrons a duplicate service was re- 
garded as taking*wonderful precautions 
for uninterrupted supply. The Boston 
Kdison Company, bas, however, not 
even been contented with this unusual 
protection, but as has been said, has 
been working to complete as quickly as 
possible a third system of distribution, 
which would triple the insurance of 
perfect service, 

Just how the accident happened that 
interrupted service in the northern dis- 
trict Monday night, is not definitely 
koown. The service was interrupted 
on Maio street in Charlestown, where 
two immense feeder cables are laid in 
conduits several feet apart underground. 
The very best of insulation is used op 
the cables and the best type of under- 
ground insulated ducts is used, but 
nevertheless through some unforeseen 
and uopreventable circumstances, these 
big cables became simultaneously sep- 
arated. 

This accident occurred at 8.13 Mon- 
day night. More than one hundred 
men were summoned from their homes 
and from theis seasons of rest and re- 
freshment, to locate the trouble and 
correct it as quickly as possible. 

These men worked with might and 
main, but it takes time, though one has 
many handa, to discower just the loca- 
tion of an underground cable fracture, 
and loosen and remove heavy pavement 
and substitute perfect material, so that 
the electric current can flow on once 
more. The work went on all night 
long, until at 8.10 Tuesday morning 
service in the northern towne was re- 
stored. 

The Edison Company during the 
stress and strain incident to this acci- 
dent, bad occasion to appreciate the 
remarkably considerate and kindly 
spirit with which its customers, whose 
service had been interrupted. regarded 
the situation. There were disappoint- 
ments ; there were interruptions of busi- 
ness, but as soon as inquiring custom- 
ers found what the difficulty was, al 
most without exception they extended 
their sympathy, and expressed their 
desire to co-operate in any way possi- 
ble. The officera of the Company are 
glad to find this interested and help- 
ful spirit among their customers, and 
they feel it is a fine reward for the ear- 
nest, conscientious attention they have

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In State Affairs So Far 
BOSTON TRACTION MATTERS 


Hard to Frame Legislation Satisfactory 
to All—Republiean State Convention 
October 4—Mayor Fitzgerald's Visit 
to Europe With Commerce Chamber 
Men 


The time at which the legislature 
sually adjourns has come and gone 
but the solons at Beacon Hill are still 
at work The legislators this year 
seem to be neither especially lazy 
nor especially disputatious. They say 
they have worked slowly largely be- 
cuuse they have realized that there 
was no use in thelr getting all their 
other work done and then sitting 


round watting day after day for the 
governor and his so-called “experts” 
to make their final reports as to the 
appropriations for the various boards, 
commissions and departments, 

The governor has the power 
transmit the appropriation bills 
the house on the first day of the ses- 
sion so that the ways and means 
committee can tmmediately begin 
serutiny of all items, which has re- 
sulted in such eareful and economl- 
cal administration in the past, but 
this year the governor has seen fit to 
up some fifty of the most im- 
portant appropriation bills, aggre- 
gating over $5,000,000, until the very 
end of the session, thus putting the 
ways and means committee in the 
awkward situation of either delaying 
prorogation or passing upon the vari- 
expenditures without proper in- 
vestigation,

These Are Expensive Experts 

The governor has had ten or twelve 
“experts” at work day after day for 
over three months wow at salaries of 
from $25 to $50 a day, but members 
say that about the only Important 
recommendation which he has made 
as a result of their investigation has 
been that no money should be appro- 
priated for a dairy building in the 
Amherst Agricultural college, and 
farmers are so incensed at this nig- 
gurdly policy in relation to one of the 
great Industries of the state that it 
begins to look as if the governor would 
not risk vetoing the appropriation 
when it is passed by the senate and 
house, 

The bills for these “experts” must 
be paid sometime and members say 
when they are pald it will be found 
thyt Governor Foss has involved the 
state in an unnecessary expense of 
some $20,000 or $30,000 and has noth- 
{ng to show for It but a much belated 
crop of recommendations, most of 
which, judging from those already in, 
will be either unwise or impractica- 
ble. 

All the members of the legislature 
were anxious at first to assist the 
governor in all possible ways in his 
efforts of economy, but even the Re- 
publicans, who stood by him long af- 
ter he was deserted by the Boston 
Democrats,are now beginning to weary 
of seeing him pose as an economical 
administrator while he is wasting 
thousands of dollars on ‘experts’ and 
delaying prorogation week after week, 

The final straw for many members 
was when the governor sent in a mes- 
sage one day saying that the legisla- 
ture was wasting time in considering 
the question of the proper salary for 
a certain state officlal and sent in an- 
other message the next day saying 
that he criticized the “policy” of the 
fish and game commissioners {n set- 
ting out certain seedlings, a “policy” 
which it was discovered on examina- 
tlon was an experiment, which had 
cost the commissioners $16.50. 

Time and again in the last two 
months the ways and means commit- 
tee, after careful investigation, has 
concluded that the report of the ex- 
pert who examined a department was 
inaccurate, or that the governor mis- 
understood and misinterpreted the 
2xpert’s report In making his recom- 
mendations to the legislature, and 
time after time the house has accet- 
ed the views of the committee w. .- 
out a single voice being raised in favor 
of the governor's suggestion. 

Boston Traction Matters Interest 

Luckily while the legislature is still 
waiting for the governor to act on the 
appropriation bills which he {ts still 
bolding up there are several important 
matters which it can consider, and 
one of the most Important {ts that re- 
lating to street railway transporta- 
tion facilities In and around Boston, 
There are three Important questions 
involved: The first {is whether the 
lease of the property and franchises 
Shall be ratified and extended at a 
fental of 7 or 74% percent, or whether 
the two companies should be consoll- 
dated on the basis of preferred 
7% or 8 percent+stock of the Boston 
Hlevated Rallway company being is- 
sued in exchange for the common 
stock of the West End Street Railway 
company. 

The second question Is whether 
the existing leases of the Tremond 
street and Washington street subways 
shall be extended and {f so on what 
terms and conditions. The third 


question js whether a new east and 
west subway under Boylston street, @ 
hew subway to Hast Boston and a new 
bubway trom Park street to the South 
flulion and thence south to Andrew 
square shall be built, and if so on 
what terms and conditions the Boston 
Klevated Railway company shall be 
allowed to use them when completed, 

These three important questions 
were referred early in the session to 
the committee on street railways and 
metropolitan affairs sitting Jointly. 
The committee finally reported a 
bill, It provided for the construction 
of a tunnel to Dorchester, a Boylston 
street subway and a new tunnel to 
Kast Boston and for leases of the 
same, when completed, up to 1986 at 
4% percent, and for an é@xtension of 
such leases of existing subways for 
a further period of not more than 
twenty-five years at a rental of 41% 
percent, and for ratification and ex 
tension for a pertod of filly years of 
the existing lease of the property and 
franchises of the West End Street 
Hallway, Company to the Boston Ble- 
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vatee! Street Rallway company, but 
rental of 7% percent per annum

PERFUMED FRUIT. 


Five Fingered Oranges Smell Sweet, 
but Are Not Good to Eat. 

A ueost weird looking fruit is the 
tive fiimgered orange. It grows in exact 
ly the shape of a half open hand. Even 
the mrails ure identical, bard pointed 
ind eluw-like, tipping the orange 
Jowerss with a length equal, in some 
uses, to three inches, 

It no freak, but a proper kind of 
ornnge. belonging to a special variety. 
rhe tree itself Is a rugged little shrub 
that dees not average more than five 
wosix feet ip height in its native home, 
lapan It does not grow straight, as 
the ordinary orange tree should, but ts 
urved tn all directions. 

Even the branches grow in spiral or 
twistect forms, so that the width of the 
tree Is often greater than the height 
rhe freult itself is of a pale yellow 
‘olor, Of n pure lemon hue, growing 
ereenis hi toward the stem. The size Is 
Immense, considering the smullness of 
the tree, the largest ones mensuring 
when mnature fully ten iuches from 
the wrist to the point of the middle 
(luger, including tte nail. 

But the fruit is: not goo® to eat, 
(hough what it licks in favor it more 
thin makes pood tn perfume. Perhaps 
the striangest thing about this perfume 
is that Ot ts the fruit and not the flower 
that is odorous.—Pearson's Weekly.

It is a curlotis point of British law 
that the king never dies, or, to put it 
In another wav, it would be useless for 
any barrister to argue that the ruler’s 
predecessors tnve really died, since the 
utmost the how will admit is that there 
may be a “demise of the crown,” mean: 
Ing, of course, siipply that there has 
been a transfer of the roval authority 
trom one person to nother 
it Is a maxim that “the king ean do 
no wrong.” und under the tInw he 
would not be held personally responsi 
ble fer ony crime or “tort™ that he 
chose to commit at uny tine. At any 
rate, we are assured by high constitu 
tional authorities that the law should 
actually and Wrerally be so construed 
nnd thut the statutes hold that any tn 
jury bis majesty might Infilet upon a 
subject must be uscribed to the king's 
advisers. One thing seems to be cer 
tain, and that is that his majesty can 
under no circumstinces whatsoever be 
arrested Nor, could bis 
goods be distrained or taken In execu 
tion should be fail to meet bis liabill 
ties 
A quaint feature of British law ts 
that in theory the king is present at 
the law court at every sitting, though 
he might in point of fact uctually be on 
the continent or elsewhere Lt follows, 
therefore, that it is Impossible to non 
suit him as plaintit! should be not put 
in an appearnnce when his case ts 
called, since the liw specifically states 
that the king Is there. Ip a similar 
sense the king is niways constructively 
present In pariiament, though he be

His majesty is under the law the 


nominal guardian of all infants, idiots 
and lunatics, and to bim is granted 
the sole right to print the Bible, the 
Book of Common Prayer und all acts 
of parliament in the United King 
dom, It has been stated, furthermore, 
that should he so desire the king could 
forbid the printing of any or all of 
them anywhere within bis dominions

To those engaged in the handling of 
grain the natural shrinkage of shelled 
corn while in storage and in transit is 
a matter of prime importance and 
often a source of dispute because of 
shortage reported at time of receipt 
at warehouse and a further loss at 
date of final sale. In order to deter- 
Mine the amount of shrinkage or loss 
of weight occurring in corn the de- 
partment of agriculture bas conducted 


an experiment with 6500 bushels of 
shelled corn. At the time of storage 
the moisture content was 18.8 per 


cent and at close of the test 14.7 per 
cent, or a loss of 4.1 per cent. The 
weight per bushel had decreased from 
64.7 pounds to 50 pounds, and the to- 
tal loss of weight was 1,970 pounds, or 
slightly more than 7 per cent.

“That the said J. F. G., a certain 
pistol then and there charged with 
gunpeyder and leaden bullets, which 
anid pistol he, the said J. F. G., then 
and there in his right hand had and 
held, then and there unlawfully, pur- 
posely and of deliberate and premedi- 
tated malice, did discharge and shoot 
off to, against and upon the said F, 
M., with the intent aforesaid, and that 
the said J. I. G., with the leaden bul- 
lets aforesaid, out of the pistol afore- 
said, by the force of the gunpowder 
aforesaid, by the sald J. F. G., then 
and @here discharged and shot off as 
aforegnid, him, the said F. M., in and 
upon the upper right side of the back 
of him, the said F. M., then and 
there"— 

This isn’t as idiotic as it looks, how- 
ever. It if part of our sporting theo- 
ty of justice, which makes a murder 
trial a game of skill and finesse be- 
tween opposing counsel. By the 
slightest deviation from statutory 
form one side may lose the game. 
Convictions for the most abhorrent 
crimes have repeatedly been set aside 
because of trivial verbal omissions in 
the indictment. 

Had the murder referred to in the 
above quotation occurred in Canada 
the indictment would have read sim- 
ply: “The jurors of our lord the king 
present that J. F. G. on the 6th day 
of August, one thousand nine hundred 
and eight, at the city of Winnipeg, in 
the province of Manitoba, murdered 
F. M.” Canadian procedure concerns 
itself with the murder. Ours in many 
jurisdictions concerns itself with the 
legal sport, whether the murderer is 
punished or not being a secondary con- 
sideration.—Saturday Evening Post.

No bearer of the name has ever been 
known as Peps, though Ashby Sterry, 
a respected member of the Pepys club, 
follows this common but erroneous 
pronunciation in this excellent ept- 
gram, published in the London Graphic 
November, 1891:

He 
lias factories for making his supplies 
and an electric central station of his 
own in London for lighting his offices, 
sending the current through his ca- 
ble ducts.

than any Individual or corporation, 
prosecutes more malefactors every day 
than the public prosecutor and sends 
out every week more apologies for 
himself and explanations of his ac- 
tions than all the rest of the British 
population combined.—Telephone Re- 
view.

LITTLE SORREL. 


The Favorite Battle Charger of Stono- 
wall Jackson. 

Among the many battle steeds ridden 
during the war between the states by 
the celebrated Confederate Corps Com. 
mander Stonewall Jackson of Lee's 
army his favorite was a charger affec- 
tonately named Little Sorrel by the 
Second corps of the Army of Virginia. 
He was about fifteen hands and, as 
General Longstreet said to the writer, 
strongly resembled, except In color, 
President Zachary ‘Taylor's Old Whitey 
of the Mexican war. Jackson rode him 
at Bull Run, Winchester, Cedar Moun- 
tain, Mannssas, Antietam, Harpers 
Ferry, Fredericksburg and on many 
other battlefields. He mounted Little 
Sorre! for the last time at Chancellors- 
ville May 2, 1863, and in the battle was 
mortally wounded by his own men and 
died a week later. 

General Bradley ‘lI’. Johnson of Mary- 
land in a letter to the present writer 
remarks: “Jackson was an ungainly 
borsemnan, and when he rode by the 
troops Little Sorrel would strike off on 
na run. The general would pull off his 
cap and ride bareheaded at full speed 
past miles of shouting Confederates. 
The saying was when you heard that 
yell before or behind you on the march, 
‘There goes old Jack on a rabbit.’ 
When the soldiers started a rabbit 
they'd scare him to death with yell 
ing.” 

Little Sorrel died at the Soldiers’ 
home near Richmond at the age of 
thirty-six years and is now to be seen, 
lke Sheridan's Winchester, carefully 
preserved in a glass case after being 
prepared by a skillful taxidermist at 
Lexington, Va.—James Grant Wilson 
in 8. P. CO, A. Bulletin.

Behold my servant, my righteous 
servant (lil, 13; Ill, 11). This is what 
we must ever and always do in this 
blessed holy week, which is all writ- 
ten by the Holy Spirit and is forever 
settled in heaven (Il Tim. if, 10; I 
Pet. 1, 21; Ps. exix 89), Compare Isa, 
xlil 1; Matt. xil, 18; Zech, ill, 8. Hear 
John the Baptist’s cry, “Behold the 
Lamb of God!" and see Him in this 
lesson described as tf Isaiah had been 
a real witness of His sufferings. I 
am grateful to some one for calling 
my attention to the fact that these 
last twenty-seven chapters of Isaiah 
ure divided into three nines, the first 
two ending with the statement that 
there Is no peace to the wicked (xlviil, 
22; Ivii, 21). 

The lesson today is the middle por- 
tion of the second nine, and if we 
take the fifteen verses of our lesson 
as one portion, as we have a right to 
do, then chapter, lili, 5, is the middle 
verse. What a great fact this is for 
us to ponder, that the middle verse 
of the middle chapter of the middle 
rection of the last twenty-seven chap- 
ters of this great prophecy tells of 
His being wounded for our transgres- 
sions and that with His stripes we 
are healed. Heve is the heart of the 
whole Bible and of all history, the 
one tople of conversation on the part 
of Moses and Elijah on the mount of 
transfiguration and the constant re- 
frain of the songs of the redeemed in 
glory (Luke ix, 31; Rev. v, 9. In 
I Pet. i, 11, we read that the Spirit of 
Christ in the prophets testified before- 
hand the sufferings of Christ and the 
glory that should follow, and {ft was 
this very topic that He Himself open- 
ed up in that walk to Emmaus on the 
afternoon of the resurrection day 
(Luke xxiv, 25-27). 

At least ten of our lesson verses tell 
of His sufferings (111, 14; Ill, 2-10); 
the others and parts of these tell of 
His glory. As we read of His marred 
visage and form we see Him before 
Cainphas and Pilate in the hands of 
His enemies. Other verses tell of His 


lonely life all those thirty yoars at 
Nazareth, the {ll treatment during the 


three years of His public ministry and 


the sufferings of Gethsemane and 
Golgotha. 
This fifty-third chapter may prove 


to be largely Israel's national confes- 
sion after they shall have looked upon 
Him coming in His glory and shall 
have received Him as their Messtah; 
but it is also for our individual ap- 
propriation now. We can each truth- 
fully say if we ure now His redeemed 
ones, Time was when by me He was 
despised and rejected, and I esteemed 
Him not, yet He bore my griefs and 
carried my sorrows; He was wounded 
for my transgressions, bruised for my 
iniqnities. and with His stripes I am 
healed. Like a lost sheep I went 
astray, seeking only my own way, but 
the Lord laid on Him all my iniquity. 

We are not expected to understand 
the mystery of His sufferings, but we 
are expected to belleve it all and, 
pleading guilty, receive Him as our 
personal Saylour, Only thus can the 
arm of the Lord be revealed to us, for 
we cannot know Tis power on our be- 
half except in Christ Jesus by virtue 
of His great sacrifice. 

In verse 9 note the prediction that 
His body would be laid in a rich 
man's tomb, although His enemies 
would prepare Him a grave as a male- 
factor, and we know bow It all came 
to pass. Not only did He His own 
self bare our sins in His own body 
on the tree, but He also left us an ex- 
ample that we might follow Tis steps, 
hbearIng reproach and suffering as 
meekly as He did (1 Pet. Hl, 20-24). 
This we cannot do till we are redeem- 
ed by His precious blood; but then we 
are tuught that it is a great privilege 
granted unto us to suffer for His 
sake and to fill up the afflictions 
which are behind for His body's sake 
(Phil. i, 29; Col, i, 24). 

To be silent before our enemies 
when falsely accused, when cruelly 
wronged and ill treated is a great vic- 
tory and glorifying to God. He suf- 
fered shamefully for our sakes and 
bore it so meekly and patiently. We 
never can be called upon to suffer as 
He did, and yet we are so apt to com- 
plain when we have the least thing to 
bear that is disagreeable. We certain- 
ly have need of patience (Heb, x, 36; 
Col. 1, 11). See in Hi, 10, His resur- 
rection from the dead, for in what 
other way could one who died prolong 
his days. See also His future glory in 
Hi, 18-15; Mil, 10-12, when He shall be 
exalted and extolled and shall startle 


many nations (R. V., margin). He 
shall see the result of all His suf- 
ferings and shall be satisfied. Some 


one has sald that while we walt for 
that time we should remember that 
He longs to see of the travatl of His 
A4oul in us now. 

Since the pleasure of the Lord will 
always prosper in His hand, what can 
be more desired than to be in His 
hand for Hia pleasure (Jer. xvill, 6; 
Rey. iv, 11), content to be treated as 
He was if only we may glorify Him? 
Note the sayings, “His soul an offer- 
ing for sin” and “poured out His soul 
unto death" (lf, 10-12), and may His 
love so constrain us that we shall be 
willing to be poured out or cut off or 
suffer in any way for His sake,

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FLOOR PRIVILEGE 


Congress Guards It Jealously In 
Both Houses 


RARELY USED IN THE SENATE 


Former Members of That Body, While 
Free to Attend Its Sessions, Prefer 
to Shun the Scene of Their Solonie 
Efforts—A Story of Evarts 


What is known as “the privilege of 
the floor’ in congress is the right te 
ko upon the floor of the senate or 
house when cither body is in session 

Although the right to go upon the 
floor of u top itive body Is not so ex- 
clusive u privilege in some of the state 
legislutures, it Is a great privilege and

exceedingly dithcult tu tave access to 

senulors or representatives when pub- 
lic business is being done 

Senutors and representatives have no 
regular or rigid rule on the subject, 
but it is known in Washington that 
the statestpen feel that thelr constit- 
uents or ot |®rs who desire to see them 
privately should endeavor to do so in 


} thelr ottices, their committee rooms or 


at their residence 
‘To former wienibers of the senate und 
house “the privilege of the floor" is 


| given, but they do not often avail 


themselves of that right This, bow- 
ever, Is in strong contrast to the cus- 
toms of twenty years ago and longer, 
When it is uot Uncommon to see for- 
Inert ers moving about on the 
floor of the bouse when it was no- 
toriously kuown that they were lobby- 
jlug for some private claim or public 
graft 

Speaker Resd found this condition so 
Obnoxious that he issued orders that 
ho ex-members should be permitted to 
pass the doorkeepers without written 
authority from the speaker Subse- 
quent speakers have not found it nec- 
essury to draw the tines so rigidly, 
because the ubuse has almost entirely 
ceased 

Ihere is an unwritten law, however, 
governing the privilege of the floor of 
the senate, and it is the unwritten 
law of good breeding, good munners 
find common sense. Every ex-senator 


| has the privilege of the floor, but it is 


so seldom exercised that its abuse has 
hever occurred, nor ts it ever likely to 
occur 

lormer members of the senate are 
never seen there unless it is well 
known tbat they have proper business 
calling them to Washington, such as 
appeuring before the supreme court as 
attorneys for clients in great cases, 
and even then it seldom happens that 
an ex-sennutor thus engaged ever en- 
ters upon the senate floor, although in 
roing to and from the room of the 
supreme court they are obliged to pass 
by its doors 

After James G. Blaine ceased to be 
f senator he avoided the senate cham- 
ber forever, After resigning from that 
body Senator Roscoe Conkling of New 
York never entered the senate cham- 
ber, although be was often in the 
capitol on business before the supreme 
court, ‘There was an exception, how- 
ever, jn one instance, By invitation 
he was one of the pallbearers of Sena- 
tor Loguar t Illinois, who was buried 
With obsequi froin the senate cham- 
ber und = o1 haut occasion Senator 
Conklir Wus present.

SUBMARINE SHIPS 


Life Aboard These War Craft Is 
a Sequence of Discomforts. 


TORTURE FOR THE NOVICE. 


Between Choking For Air and Suffo- 
cating From the Fumes of Gasoline 
the Agony Is Excruciating—Added 
Terrors When Caught In a Storm. 


Submarine bouts have been develop: 
ed to the point where they ean cover 
on their own power a radius of 800 
miles fn effective fighting trim. tn 
storm und calm the submarines are 
capable of navigating the seas with 
credit to their inventors und construc- 
tors. With a fleet of these vessels sta- 
Uoned in the vicinity of any of our 
large coast cities it would be difficult 
for buttleships to get within effective 
striking distunce 

The first tinpressions received on de- 
sceuding into the hold of a submarine 
are those of discomfort nnd suffoca- 
Hon. The accommodations for a crew 
of thirteen seem about right for half a 
dozeu. One is In too close proximity 
to whirring machinery, too, to enjoy 
the sensation. 

Op all sides are arranged electrical 
devices and machinery to operate the 
craft and the torpedoes. A thin shell 
of steel separites the visitor from the 
torpedoes, and the outside water is so 
close that one cunu ulmost feel its 
moisture 

When under way on the surface the 
submarine bums and trembles. The 
fumes of gasoline are almost suffocat- 
ing. There is no escaping from them. 
Some of the men contract what is call- 
ed “gasoline heart.” If under water 
too long the fumes make one sick and 
dizzy. 

A novice 
marine under 


eannot remain in sub- 
water for any great 
length of time without suffering ex- 
cruciating torture. In ume, however, 
one gets used to it, und a trip may be 
one of enjoyment. 

But it is when the submarine dives 
that the most unpleasant symptoms 
come. There are ten compressed air 
tanks supplied, and these furnish suf- 
ficlent air to keep the crew alive a 
good many hours. 

But did you ever live on compressed 
nir? If not it will be a new sensation, 
especially if you are fifty feet below 
the surface of the water. There is a 
tingling sensation all over the body, 
A pounding of the eardrums and pos- 
sibly a sense of nunusea, 

As the air is automatically regulat- 
ed from the compressed air tanks one 
gets his share of the oxygen, but some- 
times the supply may vary. It cer- 
tainly does in different parts of the 
ship. One may be choking for lack of 
good air in one purt und be exhilarat- 
ed by a too abundant supply in anoth- 
er.

The submarine ts built on the prin- 
ciple of economizing space in every- 
thing, There is no room for anything 
except the netual Every 
Inch of space fo ma 
chinery. This is everywhere compact 
and efficient, but multiplied so often 
that one wouders what it is all for 

There is muchinery for running the 
boat, for guiding it under water, for 
eoutrolling it when It dives, for com- 
pressing the alr tanks, for operating 
the torpedoes and even for regulating 
the power of vision above and below 
water 

When caught in a storm ip a sub 
marine life is really not worth Iving. 
It consists of 4 series of intense strug 
gles to prevent deuth by being batter 
ed against steel walls or to keep from 
becoming tuvolved jn whirring wheels 
and dynamos If you survive or 
deni vou eouclude that it is not ueces 
suury to walt for war to find hades.

Wonderful Wooden Hide Wound Guna! A Doctor's Idea of a Perfectly Balanced 


of the Antilles. 


The mention of wooden guns sug 
rests © company of boy soldiers com 
| manded by a captain who wears a tin 
sword. The revolutionary soldiers of 
Cuba, Tlaith and the Dominican Re 
publi vever, buve from time to 
tine tiide cannon from trees and ap 
plied then to praeticn! purposes, In 
the \olifies there grows a peculiar tree 
with a winding grain, so tenacious of 
fiber (iit to splitit by ordinary means

When wanted for artillery purposes 
the tree felled, a section some five 
feet in length and one foot In diameter 
Is selected and cut, the bark is remoy

ed, and uneven places on the surface 
fire dressed down.

if, A process that serves further still to 


harden the wood. While the bore is 
being burned green ox hides are cut 
Into long strips by beginning in the 
eenter and working toward the outer 


edge as one would peel au apple. 
When all is in readiness one end of 


this rawhide band, which is about 
three inches In width, is spiked to the 
wooden cannon near the breech, A 
fever or bar is attached to the butt. 


lwo or three negroes grasp the arms 
of the bar and slowly turn the bollow- 


ed tox on its supports. The band of 
greep lide is kept under a strain, and 
in this uy the core of the canuon Is 
wound with one of the toughest ma- 


terials, wire excepted, in the world. 


The first layer of hide is tightly 
wound to the muzzle of the growing 
nh ound baek toward the breech 
silo untll a number of layers have 


thus been wound on and the promis 
ing piece of artillery bas grown sev- 
eral inches in diameter. 

It is then placed in a draft of dry, 


hot alr and allowed to harden. When 
the hardening and curing process is 
complete the persevering inbablitants 


bave a realiy serviceable weapon 

One of these homemade wood and 
rawhide cannon used during the last 
Cuban insurrection is said to have 
withstood 104 charges of powder be- 


fore becoming useless. The projectiles 
for it were made of serap tron, broken

TESTING AN UCTUPUS. 


The Power of Thiet Repulsive Creature

There bave been made abroad ex- 
periments with an octopus, in a spe- 
clally devised tank of sea water, in 
order to test the truth of the many 
stories told of monster cephalopods 
dragging human victims to the sea 
bottom, says Harper's Weekly.

GERMAN LATCHKEYS. 


Big Enough to Be Used as Weapons of 
Attack or Defense, 
Lockstnithing in Germany is today 
as important a trade as plumbing, 
blacksmithing or the vocation of the 
barber, says our consul at Hanover in 
a recent report. The first lock and key 
were introduced into Prussia in the 
fourteenth century and caused a con- 
siderable sensation at the palace of the 
elector of Brandenburg. He found 
that by these devices he could do away 
with the guard at his private doors 
and thus materially reduce his house- 
hold expenses. Since that day the 
schlosser, or locksmith, has been an es- 

sential factor in German life. 

The present German house key could 
be used as a weapon of attack and de- 
fense, besides serving its original pur- 
pose. it weighs on an average about 
one-eighth of a pound, and as each per- 
son entitled to carry a house and cor- 
ridor key has nearly a quarter of a 
pound of soft tron in his pocket it 
is conservatively estimated that the 
amount of Iron in circulation in Ger- 
many in the pockets of the men and 
{ip the hand bags of women amounts to 
2,695 tons, besides an additional 2,5 
tons for the keys to the Interior of 
German homes. Thus something over 
5,000 tons of iron are put into keys of 
a size to be found nowhere in Amer- 
ica. However large the house or nu- 
merous the apartments, the outer door 
is locked promptly at 10 o'clock, and as 
the German spends many of his even- 
ings out every person carries at least 
one of these massive keys to effect an 
entrance. 


ANSWERED THE SIGNAL. 


The King Sent the Reply, and the Cap- 
tain Kicked Himself. 

Rear Admiral Sir Colin Keppel was 
given the command of the royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert by King Edward, 
and on one occasion when the late king 
wus on board his majesty thought he 
would like to steer the yacht for a lit- 
tle way. 

Admiral Keppel took him to the 
wheel, and, having ascertained the 
proper course to steer, his majesty 
tried to keep the yacht In it, with rath- 
er poor success.

SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


Lesson IIl.—Third Quarter, For 
July 16, 1911. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Il Chron. xxxiii, 
1-13—-Memory Verses, 12, 13—Golden 
Text, Isa. i, 16, 17—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


That Hezekiah, who was such a good 
king, should have had such a bad fa- 
ther as Ahaz and such a bad gon as 
Manasseh is one of the—to us—seem 
Ingly strange things. In the case of 
David's sons and Eli's sons the trouble 
seems to have been lack of home discl 
pline, for it is written of the former 
concerning one of his sons that his fa 
ther never displeased him and never 
said to him as much as “Why hast 
thou done this?” (I Kings 1, 6.) Of 
Eli it is written that “his sons made 
themselves vile and he restrained 
them not” (I Sam, {i, 13). As Manas- 
seh was twelve years old when he be 
gon to reign in the stead of his father 
he must have been born three years 
after his father's recovery from his 
{llness of which he would have died 
had not the Lord added fifteen years to 
his life, 

His words were very humble after 
his recovery from that sickness, but 
later there was much pride and self as- 
sertion, especially when the ambassa 
dors came with gifts from Babylon 
(Isa. xxxvill und xxxfx), Would tt 
have been better for Hezekiah to have 
died at what seemed to be his appoint- 
ed time rather than to become the fa- 
ther of such a son? Let those tell who 
know, but let us In all things be whol- 
ly subject to God. 

Verses 9 and 10 of our lesson sum- 
marize his iniquity in these words; 
“So Manasseh made Judah and the In- 
habitants of Jerusalem to err and to 
do worse than the heathen, whom the 
Lord had destroyed before the children 
of Israel. And the Lord spake to Ma- 
nasseh and to his people, but they 
would not hearken.” Note the love 
und compassion of Jehovah in His 
speaking to him to warn him and turn 
him from his evil ways; note the worst 
phase of his sin in his refusing to Ils- 
ten to God. The special phases of his 
sin are mentioned in the previous 
verses as mifnifold idolatry, building 
idol altars even in the house of the 
Lord, using witchcraft, dealing with 
familiar spirits, ete. It was a fore- 
shadowing of the still greater wicked- 
ness which led to the captivity of Ju- 
dah when they mocked the messengers 
of God, despised His words and misused 
His prophets till there was no remedy, 

Although God is so long suffering, 
there is sometimes a limit, and the 
time came when God allowed Manas 
seh to be taken prisoner, bound in 
chains and carried to Babylon (verse 
11). It was a grand thing for him to 
be thus afflicted, for in prison he be 
came truly penitent and humble and 
prayed earnestly to God, and the Lord 
heard him and saved him and brought 
him again to Jerusalem into his king- 
dom (verses 12, 18). The Lord is not 
willing that any should perish, and He 
does everything to prevent people 
from going down to the pit (Job xxxilf, 
29, 30). Even the judgments of the 
grent tribulation period, after the 
church shall huve been removed, will 
have as their object the repentance of 
the ungodly (Rey, ix, 20, 21; xvi, 9). 
Who can tell how much his mother's 
prayers had to do with his turning to 
God? Her nume was Hephzibah, and 
she seems to have been a godly wom 
an. If she was ou eurth when he was 
earried to Bubylon she might have 
said, as Jacob did, “All these things 
are against me," but in ber case, as In 
his, Rom, villi, 28. was true 

After he turned to the Lord and was 
restored to his kingdom he seems to 
have done what be could to undo the 
evil be had done before by removing 
the altars und the strange gods, by 
repairing the altar of the Lord and of- 
fering sacrifice thereon and by com 
manding Judah to serve the Lord God 
of Israel (verses 14-16), but there was 
no lasting result in the kingdom from 
his reformation, and his Amon 
walked in the wicked ways of his fa- 
ther (verses 21-238), It seems more easy 
to lead people away from God than to 
lead them to Him, to do evil than to 
undo it, but there is nothing too bard 
or wouderful for the Lord. 

The salvation of the thief on the 
cross, Saul of Qarsus and the jailer at 
Philippi are notable Bible illustrations 
of the grace of God. Our lesson chap 
ter refers to the prayer of Manasseh 
and the words of the Lord's servants 
to him, but we bave no record of them, 
In the Apocrypha just preceding the 
first book of Maccabees there is a por- 
tion entitled ‘The prayer of Manasseh 
when he was holden captive in Baby 
lon,” in whieh he confesses, amoug 
other things, that he had sinned aboye 
the number of the sands of the sea, 
and he says that if God will save him 
he will praise Him forever all the days 
of his life. But even if this be a cor- 
rect record, which is doubted, it is nel- 
ther his prayer nor his promises that 
we should consider, but the great mer- 
ty of God toward one whe had been 
so great a sinner, 

All mercy to all sinners can only be 
because of the great sufferings of Him 
of wham we read in last week's lesson 
who was set apart before the founda- 
ton of the world, the Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world (1 Pet, |, 
20; Rev. xiff, 8). His was the only 
sacrifice that could take away sin, 
foreshadowed tn Gen. ili, 21, and tn all 
true sacrifices ordained of God and ful- 
filled on Golgotha (Acta fv, 12),

FOILED THE TURKS 


Vienna Bakers Saved Europe 
From the Grip of the Moslems. 


CAUSE OF SOLYMAN’S DEFEAT. 


A Momentous Incident In History That 
Carries With It an Explanation of 
Why Vienna Polls Are Molded In the 
Form of a Crescent. 


Do you know why Vienna rolla are 
shaped like crescents? The story 
forins one of the great “ifs” of history. 
Solyman the Magnificent, sultan of 
Turkey, plinned to overrun Europe, 
even as he and his Moslem predeces- 
sors had seized the countries of the 
orient. With a mighty army he cap- 
tured the fortified {sland of Rhodes 
and invaded Hungary, annihilating the 
Magyar forces at Mohacs (in 1526) and 
slaying the Hungarian king. 

So successful was the first expedition 
that he planned a second and more far- 
renching raid in 1529. Moving on- 
ward ulmost unchecked and carrying 
all before him, he captured Buda and 
advanced aguinst the city of Vienna, 

Alb Europe stood aghast. Nothing 
had been able to stem the wave of 
Moslétn.. conquest. Men remembered 
how one ‘eastern lund after another 
had been selzed by the Mohammedan 
hordes and forced to adopt Moham- 
medanism us their religion. People 
trembled for the fate of Christendom. 
It seemed for a moment almost pos- 
sible that the whole eastern section of 
the European continent might fall vic- 
tim to the Turk and become part of 
the Moslem possessions, 

To hope for clemency from Solyman 
Was to rely upon the mercy of the 
merciless. Conquering one Christian 
army wnd stronghold after another, the 
sultan’s all powerful army threatened 
to carry destruction and Mobaummed- 
anism throughout the coutinent. It 
Was one of fate's blg movements. 

On moved the Turks. Vienna (then 
capital of the German emptre) stood 
in their path, a seemingly frail obsta- 
cle between such a host and the rest 
of Europe. Should Vienna fall before 
the Moslem ouset the progress of the 
sultan’s army would be made far easier 
and other lesser cities would lose heart. 

The ibabitants of Vienna were ut 
that time more renowned for culture 
and thrift than for warfare. Yet un 
der Nicholas von Salm they gallantly 
proposed to defend their city against 
the foe and to fight to the lust gasp for 
their imperiled homes, The Turks 
drew near, destroying Vienna's sub- 
urbs, and encamped close to the town 
itself, 

It was on Sept. 27, 1529, that the 
enormous ‘Turkish host laid siege to 
Vienna, Solyman conducting the affair 
in person. Before risking useless loss 
of life in a general assault the sultan 
tried to make an entrance into the city 
by means of tunnels. His soldiers 
were set to work with pick and spade 
to dig a secret underground wey into 
Vienna by which a body of men might 
later pour into the place and thus 
catch the defenders “between two 
fires,” 

The eleverness of the ‘Turkish engi- 
neérs ang the countless workers at 
their command made the task u swift 
one. Here it was that an “if” Inter- 
vened to save the threatened capital 
and perhaps Europe as well. 

Some Vienna bakers were at work 
ove night—so the story runs—iu a cel- 
fur, making bread for the garrison. 
During a pause in their conversation 
one of the bakers bappened to hear the 
muted sound of digging. Jt seemed 
to come from a spot not far beyond 
vue of the cellar walls. Guessing at 
ouce that (he euemy was tunneling o 
wiy into the city, the bakers rushed 
out and gave the alarm, The guarri- 
son, aroused, was able to baffle Soly- 
mhan’s plan. 

The sultan, failing at strategy, next 
tried force. He hurled his army 
against the city in one tierce assault 
ufter amother. ‘The Viennese fought 
like berves. Much attack was repulsed 
with terrific loss to the Turks. For 
four entire days the Moslems assailed 
the city, fresh detachments ever tak 
ing the places of those who reeled back 
defeated. On the tifth day of the as- 
sault, Oct. 14, Solyman gave up the 
uttempt to crush Viennu. He with- 
drew sullenly from the scene of bis de- 
teat, leaving 80,000 dead ‘Turks on the 
field. ‘he price of conquest was for 
once too tiigh for bim. 

Vienna was suved, and not only Vi- 
enua, but Kurope. Vienna bad been 
Europe's barrier against the ‘Turks’ 
farther navance, and the barrier beld 
firm. The northern limit of Europe's 
Turkish taids was reached, 

Once more, In later years, Vienna 
was besieged by the Moslems, and she 
agnin beat them off. ‘The high tide 
of such invasion had come and reced- 
ed, [Europe at large was pow forever 
secure from this long dreaded foe. 

In the moment of victory, according 
to the decounr, the bakers who had 
given the alurm were not forgotten. 
To commemorate the event they and 
thele descendants thenceforth molded 
their rolisednto the shape of a crescent 
(the sac¥ed emblem of Turkey). The 
custom prevails to this day 

ew Americans who are used to see- 
Ing crescent shaped Vienna rolls bave 
nuy idea how such rolls first came to 
be thus twisted por what great deed 
the crescent form commemorates,—Chi-

DOWNING STREET, LONDON. 


It Bears the Name of a Clever Man 
From Massachusetts 

Downing street, London, where are 
the British colonial and foreign offices 
end the official residence of the first 
lord of the treasury and where cabinet 
councils are held, perpetuates the name 
of a clever man from Massachusetts 
Those were the days before the Fourth 
of July had any significance In Ameri 
fan annals, and George Downing, the 
first scholar in the first public school in 
Massachusetts and the first graduate 
sent out by Harvard college, came to 
England and became oa chaplain in 
Cromwell's army. 

By a remarkable stroke of fortune 
he was sent to represent England at 
The Hague when Burope was trem- 
bling before Oliver, and during three 
distinet eras in England's history he 
held the office of British ambassador 
at the Duteb court. He was as popu 
lar or as ciever under the Merry Mon- 
arch as under the protector and the 
commonwealth, and it came to pass in 
the reign of Charles Il. that the man 
from Massachusetts was granted a 
great tract of land at Westminster, 
where he built buge mansions and laid 
out Downing street. 


To this day Downing's street ts 
Downing street still, and, though 
George Downing is forgotten, there fs 


no name in the British empire which 
js more famillar to us than his.—St. 
James’ Gazette. 


GREEN TURTLES. 


The Youngsters Have a Perilous Time 
After Being Hatched. 
Concerning the great turtles of the 
southwest Indian ocean a traveler 
says: ‘The chelonian, or green turtle 
(Chelone mydas), is an animal of con- 
siderable economic importance to the 
atoll, for it still occurs in the vast 
hordes which are so often described 
by early voyagers in the tropics, 
There appear to be two distinct groups 
—oue resident and small in numbers, 
the other migratory and visiting the 
atoll to breed in numbers impossible 

to estimate. 
“The latter arrives in December, and 
from then to April the sea seems alive 


with turtles. ‘The females seek the 
small sand beaches and then ascend 
them with the rising tide, pushing 


themselves liboriously above high tide 
mark, Holes are then dug in the sand 
by means of the fore tlippers until a 
satisfactory one is obtained, and the 
eggs, 200 in number, are buried, the 
turtle returning to sea immediately. 
“After forty days the eggs hatch 
almost simultaneously, and the young 
turtles dig their way up out of the 
sand and go down to the sea in along 
procession, in the course of which they 
offer an easy prey to their enemies, 
the frigate birds and herons. Once in 
the sen, sharks and other large fish 
eat them, and only 10 per cent reach 
maturity.”—Chicago News. 


SICKROOM PLANTS. 


Why They Should Be Put Out of Doors 
During the Night. 

In his random suggestions to his 
students, printed In the Medical Ree- 
ord, Robert El. M. Dawbarn, M. D., 
tells why it Is considered best not to 
keep flowers or growing plants In a 
sickroom at night. Flowers give off 
moisture taken up from tbe soil; hence 
nir becomes somewhat humid {if many 
—particularly growing plants—nre kept 
In the room. Ilowers having a meth- 
od of breathing, they use up the oxy- 


gen as human beings do and in ex: 
change give off carbonic dioxide as 
waste matter. 

The action of sunlight upon the 
stems, Jeaves and all green parts of 
flowers is to store carbonic dioxide 


within the plants and release oxygen. 
Thus in daylight there ts a fair bal- 
ance between the carbonic dioxide and 
the oxygen given and taken, leaving 
neither good nor ill results, But dur- 
ing the entire night the plant contin- 
ues to breathe, and until the return of 
daylight the oxygen ts used just Hke 
an additional person breathing tn the 
room, thus leaving less oxygen for the 
use of the invalid. Therefore the 
standing order to remove all plants 
and flowers at night is based upon the 
facts of plant physiology and is right. 


Chateaubriand’s Early Struggles. 

A new discovery bas been made 
about Chateaubriand—nothing — less 
than that once sold stockings on 
commission. It was in 1700, when he 
was still an otlicer in the royal serv- 
ice, He had a debt of honor, amount- 
ing to £200. Ile wrote to a distant 
relative, one Lu Morandais, who man- 
ufactured stockings tn Switzerland, 
appeallng for help on the ground that 
he must either pay that debt or blow 
his brains out La Morandais, instead 
of sending bim money, sent him 169 
dozen pairs of stockings, offering bim 
a liberal commission if he would sell 
them among bis distinguished friends, 
He gratefully accepted the offer and 
succeeded in disposing of the mer- 
ehandise. There is renson to believe 
that be managed to plant a good deal 
of it on the stores department of his 
own regiment.—Westminster Gazette.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, I! Chron, xxxiv, 
1-13—Memory Verses, 1, 2—Golden 
Text, Eccl. xii, 1—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M., Stearns. 


This is an unusually good lesson for 
the boys, inasmuch as it is the story 
of a boy king who began to reign when 
he was only eight old and he 
did right in the sight of the Lord, turn- 
neither the right hand nor to 
the left. Reference should made 
to that other boy, King Joash, who 
begun to reign when he was only 
seven years old and reigned forty 
years in Jerusalem, He also did right 
of the Lord long as

in the sight us 
Jehoiada the priest instructed him, 
but in his later yeurs he caused Je- 


holada’s son to be stoned to death be- 
cause he brought him a rebuke from 
the Lord (I Kings xil; 11 Chron, xxiv). 
Josiah reigned thirty-one years in Je- 
rusalem; but, although he was a good 
king and wrought great reforms and 
kept the greatest passover since the 
duys of Samuel (II Chron. xxxv, 18), 
yet the last part of his reign was 
clouded by willfulness, which cost him 
his life and caused Jeremiah the 
prophet to lament for him, for Jere- 
miah prophesied during the last eight- 
een years of his reign (Jer. ji, 1, 2). 
That even a very young person can 
serve the Lord we learn also from the 
story of Samuel, who as a child mints- 
tered unto the Lord (1 Sam, ffi, 18, 21, 
26; i, 1). The prophet Jeremiah said 
when called to his office, “Ah, Lord 
God, behold, I cannot speak, for I am 
a child,” but the Lord strengthened 
him and assured him (Jer. 1, 6-9). Tim- 
othy from a child knew the Serip- 
tures, and our Blessed Lord said at 
the age of twelve, “I must be about 
my Father's business” (Luke fi, 49). 
The life of the Lord Jesus was ab- 
solutely perfect all through, The life of 
Samuel was about as nearly perfect 
as ordinary mortals, by the grace of 
God, get to it, and with him I as- 
sociate Joseph and Daniel. But when 
reedeemed by the great sacrifice of 
Christ we must take no other pattern 
than His life who left us an example 
that we should follow His steps (I Pet. 
il, 21). The only way is to continual- 
ly “consider Him" and “run with pa- 
tlence, looking unto Jesus” (Heb. xil, 
1-3), One of the most remarkable 
things about Josiah was that he was 
mentioned by name 800 years before 
he was born by an unnamed prophet 
who predicted that he would do cer- 
tuin things, whieh he did exactly as 
predicted (1 Kings xiii, 1, 2, and IT 
Kings xxiil, 1-17). Josinh was one of 
seven men in the Bible story who were 
mentioned by name before they were 


born. Let those who are interested 
search them out. 
A very interesting incident to me 


concerning the other boy king, Joash, 
is the way the money was obtained to 
repair the house of the Lord. 1 refer 
to the chest, with the hole in the lid, 
placed by the altar to receive the of 
ferings of the people, and it worked 
splendidly, and money was gathered 
in abundance. Whether Josiuh gath- 
ered his money for repairs in the same 
way or not it is not said, but the same 
thing is written in each case concern- 
ing the workmen—viz, that no reckon 
ing was kept with them because they 


dealt faithfully (11 Kings xii, 9-15; 
xxif, 7). 
Note that Josiah in doing right in 


the sight of the Lord, turned neither 
to the right hand nor to the left (verse 
4) Remember the oft repeated phrases 
in Leviticus, “unto the Lord” and “be 
fore the Lord.” and the command 
to Abraham, “Walk before me and be 
thou sincere” (Gen, xvii, 1, margin). 

When he was sixteen years old he be- 
gin to seek the God of David, bis fa- 
ther, and when he was twenty he be 
gan to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
from idols (verse 3), so that be must 
have sought the Lord necording to Jer 
xxix, 18. From verse 2 it would seem 
that be personally superintended the 
breaking down of the idol altars, and 
therefore the work would be done thor 
oughly Verse 1 refers to the predic 
tion of the man of God in IT Kings sill. 
2, which we have already mentioned 

Verses 6 and 7 spenk of his carrying 
cleansing into four of the other 
tribes and of his return to Jerusalem 
It would seem as if he really did what 
he could to cleunse the land from idol 
atry and turn the people back to God, 
It was the last call from God for just 
twenty-two years ufter his death the 
last bateh of captives were carried to 
Babylon, he being sueceeded by four 
bad kings, who reigned twenty-two 
years 

In the eighteenth year of his reign, 
when he was twenty-six years old, he 
began to repair the house of the Lord 
his God 8). Four times in 
verses 8 to 10 the house is mentioned 
The tabernacle, for about 500 years, 
and then the temple were the heart of 
the national life, and at the beginning 
and close of the life on earth of the 
Lord Jesus He cleansed the temple. As 
was their treatment of the temple, so 
was their treatment of Ged, for there 
He revealed Himself to them 

If as believers we would cleanse our- 
selyes from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of God, we would know more 
fully what it means to be temples of 
the living God, dwelling and walking 
In us and monifesting Himself to us 
as our Father, the Lord God Almighty 
{II Cor. vi, 16; vil, 1).

CLOTH IN THE MAKING. 


The Way the Uncouth Product of the 
Loom Is Finished. | 


Every woven fabric is mde by 
crossing or interlacing two distinet se. | 
ries of thrends together When the | 
yarn comes from the spinner It Is | 
mounted upou the loom in spools, | 
writes Rupert Bowers tn Harper's | 
Weekly, So wonderfully automatic 
are these modern looms that when a 


bobbin is emptied it is forced out and 
a full spool is put in its place without 
stopping the loom. There are all 
classes of looms for all classes of ma- 
terial, from the thinnest fabrics up to 
the thickest felts. To attempt to de- 
scribe one of them or the principles on 
which they are constructed would in- 
volve the reader In a wilderness of 
technicalities. The power loom Is one 
of the most remarkable and complex 
of mechanical products, the growth of 
many years of experience and ingenul- 
ty and the crystallization of the In- 
ventive genius of many minds. 

The cloth in the shop window resem- 
bles the cloth as it comes from the 
loom so remotely that there would 
seem to be no relationship between 
them. The first product of the loom 


It has to 
pass through many processes before It 
is finished and made ready for the mar 
ket. It is first mended so as to cor: | 
rect weaving faults as far as possible 
Then it is scoured and thoroughly 
cleansed. Again it is looked over and | 
mended before it passes to the fulling 
or milling machine which, with soap 
and fuller’s earth, produces the finish 
that is required. Then it is scoured 
ngain, 

Tentering is the next process. This 
sets the cloth at a satisfactory width | 
and straightens it for the operations 
that follow, the first of which ts called 
ralsing. The millions of tiny hooks on 
the gigging machine raise up the fibers 
on the surface of the cloth and leave | 
them In an upright position. The pile 
or nup Is the result. ‘This produces a 
remarkable change in the appearance 
and condition of the fabric. Shearing 
js the next thing. This cuts off all the 
raised fibers, leaving them of a uni- 
form length. The required gloss and 
solidity are obtained by the pressing 
which follows.

Perhaps the most

Accordingly the duelist went with 
the admiral on the day of the election 
to the clubhouse and waited down 
ytairs while the ballot was in progress 

The result. a foregone conclusion, 
was unfavorable to the candidate, not 
even one white ball being among the 
black, the admiral having been among 
the first to deposit his. Mr, Brooks 
eventually went to tell Fitzgerald, who 
was waiting In the hall, that there 
was one black ball and that therefore 
his candidature had failed. 

Thrusting aside Brooks, who 
tested that nonmembers might not en 
ter the clubrooms, Fitzgerald flew up

stairs and entered the room. Walk 
ing up to the fireplace, he thus ad 


dressed Admiral Stewart, 
“So, my dear admiral, Mr. Brooks in 


forms me that I have been elected 
three times.” 
“You have been balloted for, Mr. 


Fitzgerald, but I am sorry to say you 
have not been chosen,” said Stewart. 

“Well, then,” replied the duelist, “did 
you blackball me?" 

“My good sir.” answered the admiral, 
“how could you suppose such a thing?" 

“Oh, I supposed no such thing, my 
dear fellow. I only want to know who 
it was that dropped the black ball in 
by accident, as it were.” 

Fitzgerald now went up to each in- 
dividual member and put the same 
question to all In turn, ‘Did you black- 
mill me, sir? until he made the round 
df the whole club, and in each case he 
‘ecelved a reply similar to that of the 
admiral 

When he had finished his investiga 


tions he thus addressed the whole 
body: “You see, gentlemen, that as 
none of you have blackballed me 1

bas made the mistake, 
After this nothing more was said by 
the members, who determined to ig 
nore the presence of their dangerous 
visitor, who drank three bottles of 
champagne in enforced silence, for no 
one would answer him when he spoke 
When he had gone it was agreed 
“that half a dozen stout constables 
should be in waiting the next evening 
to bear him off to the watch house if 
he attempted again to intrude, but 
Mr. Fitzgerald, aware probably of the 
reception he might get, never did.”

CORE OF THE EARTH. 


It May Be a Mass of Stee! Some 5,580 
Miles In Diameter. 

Various conjectures have been made 
from time to time by geologists as to 
the possible condition of the center of 
the earth. One of the most popular 
impressions seems to be that the 
earth's center, or core, is a flaming 
furnace. At a meeting of the Seia- 
mological association at The Hague 
Vrofessor Welchert asserted that his 
studies of the varying velocity of 
eurthquake tremors passing through 
the Interior of the globe have led him 
to the conclusion that the earth con- 
sists of a central core of fron or steel, 
about 5.580 miles in diameter, sur- 
rounded with a stony shell 930 miles 
in thickness. Between the outer sol'd 
rind and the inner layer of rock, cover- 
ing the metallic core, he thinks there 
is a layer of liquid or plastic material, 
lying a little less than twenty miles 
below the surface of the earth. 

Men sometimes dream of enormous 
wealth stored deep in the earth below 
the reach of miners, but experts now 
aver that there is little or no ground 
to believe that any valuable metallic 
deposits He very deep in the earth's 
crust regardless of Professor Wel- 
chert’s beliefs to the contrary. Such 
deposits, it Is sald, are made by under- 
ground waters, and owing to the pres- 
sure on tbe rocks at great depths the 
whters are confined to a shell near the 
surface. With few exceptions ore de- 
posits become too lean to repay work- 
ing below 8,000 feet. Nine mines in 
ten, taking the world as a whole, are 
poorer in the second thousand feet 
than in the first thousand, and° poorer 
yet in the third thousand than in the 
secand—New York World. 


Why Thackeray Was Moved to Tears.

PATAGONIAN INDIANS. 
Customs of the Remnants of a Once 
Powerful Tribe. 

Normally the Tehuelches, as the 
Patagonian Indians are called, are a 
peaceable and kindly people, yet they 
are impulsive, capable of strong preju 
dices, very revengeful and—often 
with good reason—suspicious of stran 
gers. They are not to be trifled with 
and when under the influence of drink 
are brutal and dangerous. They show 
love for their children and wives and 
kindness to their old people. They are 
divided into numerous tribes or groups, 
each having its chief or cacique, upon 
whom the burdens of government rest 

but lightly. 

They belleve in a good and an evil 
spirit, whom they propitiate, and have 
many stories, myths and superstitions 
connected with the sun, moon and 
Stars, while the slaying of horses and 
drinking of blood form a conspicuous 
part of their superstitions, birth, mar- 
ringe and death ceremonies, many of 
which are most repulsive. 

When Magellan first passed through 
the strait there were perhaps no fewer 
than 10,000 Patagonians roaming from 
the Rio Negro to the strait, while to- 
day, driven back from the littoral to 
the high pampas and the foothills of 
the Andes, altogether they would 
probably not total over 500.—Harper's 
Magazine. 


The Smallest Pension. 

Great Britain's pension system is as 
Nberal as may be considering the vast 
uumber of persons carried on both the 
tnilitary and the civil lists, but in one 
ease the record for smallness of pay- 
ment has undoubtedly been estaublish- 
ed. Various factors enter into deter- 
mining the amount to be paid sailors, 
and these factors so combined against 
one old salt that it was found that he 
could draw a pension of not any 
more than fourpence—8S cents—a yeur. 
Promptly on each quarter day there 
comes un officlal communication trans- 
mitting the amount due in the form of 
postage stumps, and he ts granted 
leave of absence in order that he may 
convert this into money at the 
vitice. Then, after the proverbial man- 
ner of sailors, be promptly proceeds to 
“blow” the entire amount.—New York

A Herculean Katydid. 

Experiments conducted by a natural- 
ist attached to one of the government's 
scientific bureaus at Washington ad- 
duced an interesting example of the 
strength of the katydid. He harness 
ed a katydid to a kind of sled made 
by folding a plece of ordinary note- 
paper, and then loaded the sled with 
various articles. The insect proved 
able to draw, in addition to the orig- 
{nal paper, twelve paper sheets each 
3 by 4% Inches, a large screw, two 
steel pens, a stone welghing two 
ounces nnd three and a half lead pen- 
cells. When the weight became too 
heavy to draw otherwise, the katydld 
got its fore feet over the edge of the 
table for a better hold, and on the 
addition of another weight it increus- 
ed the adhering power of its feet by 
moistening them in its mouth.—New 
York Tribune.

Origin of the Piano.

It was 
named by him the pianoforte and was 
first exhibited {in 1709. Marius, in 
france, exhibited harpsichords, with 
hammer action, in 1716, and Schroter, 
in Germany, claimed to have invent- 


ed the pianoforte between 1717 und 


1720, Marius was at first generally 


credited with the invention. Pianos of 


that period were shaped very much 
like the modern grand variety. The 
first square piano was constructed by 
Frederica, an organ manufacturer of 


Saxony, in 1758. The first genuine up- 
right piano was invented in England 
and the United States by John Isaac 


Hawkins, un Englishman, in 1800,— 
Detroit Pree Press.

David could say, 
“Il rejoice at Thy word as one that 
findeth great spoil” (Ps. exix, 162), If 
our hearts are right with God nothing 
in all the world will be so precious to 
us us the word of God, Not only will 
our hearts burn within us when the 
Spirit opens to us the Scriptures, but 
there will be a bolling or bubbling 
up as we bear of things touching the 
King (Luke xxiv, 82; Ps. xlv, 1).

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A ROPE OF WATER, 


Berthelct’s Test That Showed Its 
Tensile Strength. 


THE COHESION OF MATTER. 


Perfect Planes of Metal or Glass When 
Brought Into Contact Will Adhere to 
One Another as Though They Were 
Glued Together. 


It is well known that liquids are 
among the least compressible of sup- 
stances; this in spite of the fact that 
they have the property of conforming 
to any shape of vessel or of yielding 
to any forces, no. matter how small, 
which tend to change only their shape. 

Thus, to squeeze water into nine- 
tenths of its volume under ordinary 
conditions would require a pressure 
of no less than 8,000 atmospheres, or 
45,000 pounds, to the square inch. 
This property of being almost incom 
pressible is best illustrated perhaps 
by an experiment tried centuries ago, 
wherein an attempt was made to com 
press water by filiing a leaden shell 
with it and then, after closing, ham 
mering and squeezing the shell. The 
only effect of the tremendous pres 
sures produced in this way was to 
cause the water to penetrate the mi-| 
nute pores of the lead and exude in 
drops like perspiration on the outer 
surface of the shell. The same effect 
was found for a silver shell. 

But, while it is a familiar fact that 
liquids will resist an enormous force of 
compression, the companion fact that 
they are also capable of withstanding 
tension is not so generally known. At 
first sight this statement may appear 
ridiculous. When water may be so 
readily dipped from a pail or poured 
from one vessel to another, how can 
{t be capable of withstanding tension? 
If, however, we prevent change of 
form we find that pure water is capa- 
ble of benring fifty atmospheres of ten 
sion, or 750 pounds to the square inch 

If it was possible, then, to utilize this 
property by making a “rope” of water 
we should find it capable of sustaining 
a good fraction of the weight that 
could be borne by an ordinary rope of 
the same size. But it must be admit- 
ted that the task of making a rope out} 
of such material would be rather dif- 
ficult, to suy the least, notwithstanding | 
the fact that it possesses this desirable 
property of tensile strength. Because 
of its inability to resist a deforming 
force it would have to be inclosed In a} 
tube; but, while it would here be in 
condition to withstand compression, as 
from a piston in the tube, any attempt 
at “stretching” the liquid in this way 
would simply result in pulling away 
the piston from the water surface. 

However, this tensile strength was 
actually found by Berthelot in the fol- 
lowing way: A strong glass tube sealed 
at one end and drawn out very fine at 
the other was filled nearly full of wa- 
ter and then closed. The tube was then 
cautiously heated until the water bad 
expanded and completely filled it. It 
was then slowly and carefully cooled 
back to its original temperature, when 
it was found that the water had not 
contracted, but still filled the tube. 

It is almost a universal law that a 
small extension in volume of a body 
requires the same magnitude of force 
to produce it as to cause a similar 
amount of compression, the forces, how- 
ever, being tension in one case and 
compression in the other. With this 
law in mind it is readily seen that the 
water that now fills the tube must be 
under tension, since previously at the 
same temperature it did not quite fill 
the tube—that is, it has actually been 
stretched or expanded beyond its nor- 
mal volume for this temperature, and 
from our knowledge of the forces that 
would be required to produce the cor- 
responding compression we can figure 
out what this tension must be, 

The ultimate particles or molecules 
of matter we believe to be held to- 
gether by powerful forces, known va- 
riously as cohesion or adhesion, but | 
being in any case forces of attraction, 
and these forces tend to prevent any 
expansion of the matter, be it solid or 
liquid. It might be thought that these | 
forces would cause two bodies in con- | 
tact to adhere to each other, but par- 
ticles have to be so near together to 
be acted upon by them that it is dif- 
ficult to bring bodies into such close 
contact that an appreciable area of 
one is within this distance of the other 

However, two clean pieces of lead 
can readily be pressed so closely to 
gether that they will adbere, and a 
set of copper cubes was once made 
with such true faces that when a doz 
en of them were piled one on top of | 
the other the series adhered together | 
bo well that the whole could be lifted 
from the top one. But the best ex- 
ample is furnished by pieces of op 
tical glass whose surfaces have been 
worked so plane that when pressed to- 
gether they will as readily break at 
some other spot as at this plane 

Perhaps it is unfortunate that these 
useful forees, which hold all matter | 
together and keep it from collapsing | 
{into impalpable dust, are confined in 
their action to such a limited range. 
If this were not so, a break of any 
sort could be fixed by merely bring- 
ing together the broken ends. Glue 
of any kind would be unnecessary. 

But even this state of affairs would 
bave its drawbacks. A book laid on 
a table would have to be pried off with 
a wedge, and the same instrument 
would be required to open it, Ey 
erything would stick to everything 
else, and the pleasure of walking 
would be lost in the tedious process of 
prying first one foot and then the oth: | 
er from the viselike grip of the side- 
walk or the floor,—Boston Post.

Session Breaks All Records In 
History of State 


VETO OF THE ELLIS MILK BILL 


Sharp Protest In Eastern Part of 
Commonwealth—Far Reaching Leg- 
Islation Enacted, This Session, In- 
cluding $9,000,000 Boston 


Harbor 


The veto of the Ellis milk bill by 
Governor Fass hag aroused a storm of 
protest in this section the 
monwealth, The bill was a combina- 
tion and modification of one framed by 
A legislative recess committee of 1910 | 
and another proposed by the Milk 
Consumers’ association Roth bills 
aimed to protect the public health, 
fas Well as the Massachusetts producer 
of milk. It has been fully recognized 
not only by the dairy bureau but also | 
by the members of committees which 
have considered this matter that milk 
production is primarily a health ques- 
tion and must aceord- 
ingly. Some members 
mittee, however, believed 
clared that as the problem of milk in- 
spection is primarily a health 
lem, the proper place for its admin- 
istration 1s with the health authori- 
ties. 

The view taken by the members 
the dairy bureau after carefully study 
ing the matter, did not meet with the 
approval of the farmers or milk pro- 
ducers, for at the hearing at the state 
house there seemed to much 
opposition to the bill by 
them as to that proposed by the Milk 
Consumers’ thus putting 
the farmers apparently in the attitude 
of opposing any further legislation 
looking to the protection of the pub- 
lic health, an attitude which would 
be honestly repudiated by a large ma- 
jority of them as individuals. 

How the Governor Changed 

That this bill met with the approval 
of the governor cannot be questioned. 
Not only was his personal assurance 
given to this effect, but his message 
to the legislature accompanying the 
report of his expert, Dr Chapin, 
recommended legislation almost ex- 
actly in Hine with it. 

The bill went through the legisla- 
ture so nearly unanimously that not 
even a rising ealled for, 
while the senate passed it by a yote of 
16 to 6. 

Friends of the bill 
ceedingly unfortunate 
expediency should have 
governor at the last moment 
{t and the house to refuse to 
over the veto.

Mullowney, inspector for the Boston 
board of health, showing that the con- 
ditions surrounding the production of

Rare Courage of Dr. Franz Mueller In 
His Tragic Death.

Filled With Tiny Seed. 

The vanilla plant is the only orehid 
of any industrial value. As orchids 
fo, the plant is not unattractive, for 
the foliage is much greener and more 
enduring than in the case of most of 
the species, It is a climber, and when 
the leaves are fresh it brightens a 
small tree trunk wonderfully. | The 
plaunifolia, to give it its full 
nime, is a terrestrial parasile: It 
eliinbs from the ground, but once es- 
ublished hus feeding stations on the 
bark all along the line. The leaves— 
long, very smooth and Hght green— 
are alternate, und at the axil of each 
is a sucker a few inches in length that 
fustous itself securely to the tree, ly 
ing tliat against the bark, 

The biossoms are inconspicuous, It 
is the resultant pods that are the va- 
nilla of the industrial world. They 
are slim pods six to eight inches long 
and when dried for the market are of 
a rich, deep reddish brown, ‘These 
are called vanilla beans, but without 
warrant, They contain no bean; the 
seed In them is as tine as dust. These 
seeds ave the black specks that are 
usually found in the finest grade of 
vanilla fee cream, the best chefs the 
world over preferring to grind the 
“bean” rather than use the extract. 
Vanilla is found growing wild in the 
Bahamas, West Indies and Central 
America. In Madugusear and some of

LIQUID PORES. 


An Entertaining Experiment With Al- 
cohol and Water. 

It is not easy to imagine lquids as 
having pores, though this seems to be 
the case as shown by certain familiar 
experiments. When a certain amount 
of powdered sugar is slowly poured 
into warm water, the water wit dis- 
solve the sugar and appear to absorb 
{t without Increasing its volume. Sim- 
larly, when alcobol.is poured into wa- 
ter the resulting ‘volume is less than 
the sum of the two volumes. 

For instance, if fifty parts of water 
and fifty parts of alcohol be mixed to- 
gether they will make only ninety-four 
parts. Apparently one of the liquids 
has emtered into the “pores” of the 
other. This experiment, as commonly 
performed in laboratories, consists in 
putting measured quantities of the two 
liquids together, but the effect would 
be far more striking were it possible 
for students to see one of the liquids 
actually “‘sonking’”’ into the other. This 
can be done in the following way: 

Take two glasses, one filled to the 
brim with water and the other with 
alcohol, In order to show the effect 
to better advantage, color the alcohol 
with red ink. The glasses should not 
be over full—that is, the surface of the 
liquid should not bulge above the rim 
of the glass. When everything is 
ready, place a sheet of paper over the 
glass full of alcohol, and with a hand 
on tke paper to keep it down on the 
rim of fhe glass invert the tumbler, 
and the liquid will remain in the glass, 
owing to the air pressure on the paper. 
Now place the inverted tumbler over 
the glass full of water and carefully 
draw out the paper. This can be done 
without spilling a drop of alcohol, and 
yet as soon as the paper is removed 
the alcohol will commence to drop. 
Owing to the fact that it is colored it 
is possible to see the alcoho! actually 
“soaking” into the water, while tiny 
air bubbles that were formerly contain- 
ed in the “pores” of the water rise 
slowly to the top of the tumbler. This 
will continue for some little time until 
a considerable air space forms in the 
top of the tumbler. 
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THE KING'S CHAMPION. 


Westminster Hall, Where Hie Chal- 
lenge Weed to Be Uttered. 
Westminster hall, in Ivndon, wae 
guilt originally by King William Rw- 
tus (1056-1100) and tradition goes that 
the onk of its ceilings was brought 
from the forest of Shillelagh, in Ire- 
land, timber which possessed peculiar 
properties rendering it hateful to spl- 
ders and their webs. Richard II. 
transformed the hall. Leaving the old 
walls standing, he buttressed them 
strongly and raised over them the 
magnificent roof of oak which Is still 
extant and intact. It is ninety-two 
feet high. The length of the hall ts 
200 feet, ite brendth sixty-eight feet. 
It was large enough for mounted men 
to enter in order to challenge any who 
would dispute the rights of the king, 
A ceremony that is qualutly described 
as follows on the occasion of the coro- 
nation of Richard ITI. and Queen Anne 

In 1483; 

“In the afternoone the King and 
Queene entered the hall, and the King 
sate in the midle, and ye Queene on ye 
left side of the table, and on every 
side of her stoode a Countesse, hold- 
Ing a cloth of Pleasance when she 
listed for to drink. And on the right 
hand of ye King sate ye Archbishop 
of Canterbury. The ladyes sate all on 
one side in ye midle of the hall, and 
at the table against them sate the 
Chancellor and all the Lords. And at 
the table next the cupboard sate ye 
Mayor of London. * * * At the sec- 
ond course came into ye hal) Sr. Rob- 
ert Dimmock, the King's Champion, 
making Proclamacion that whoever 
would say that King Richard was not 
lawfull King, he would fight with him 
at the utterance, and threw down his 
gauntlett, and then all the hall cryed 
King Richard. 

“And then one brought him a cupp 
of wine covered, and when he had 
drunk be cast out the drinke and de- 
parted with the cupp. * * * At the 
end of the dinner the Mayor of Lon- 
don served the King and Queene with 
sweete wine, and had of each of them 
a cupp of gold and a cover of gold. 
And by that time that all was done. it 
was darke nighte, and so the King re 
turned to his chamber, and every man 
to his lodging.” 

The last time that the hall was the 
scene of the challenge of the king's 
champion was at the coronation of 
Gecrge IV. 


Bell With the Wail of a Child. 

A queerly shaped gong which occu- 
pies a position of honor in the center 
of the city of Seoul, Korea, is said to 
be one of the largest in the world and 
is called “the bell with the wail of a 
child in its voice.” When first cast 
the bell sounded with a harsh and 
cracked note, and the superstitious em- 
peror, fearing an ill omen, consulted 
with his magicians. These gentlemen 
held a long confab and finally stated 
that the bell would never sound right 
until a live child wus given to it. The 
mass was then melted again, and a 
live baby was thrown into the molten 
metal. The wail of agony uttered by 
the little tot as the bronze engulfed 
{t seemed to be repeated every time 
the bell was tolled, and today the 
Koreans still claim that the wail of a 
child can be heard in the voice of the 
metal.

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THE TALE OF A PIG 


Chief Justice Marshall’s First 
Case as a Lawyer. 


HE OUTWITTED A DEADBEAT. 


When Marshall Sued Old Haskin 
Smiled, When the Case Was Won and 
Payment Claimed He Laughed, but 
When the Climax Came He Wilted. 


Chief Justice John Marshall's first 
Case as a lawyer was tried in Fau- 
quier county, Va. It was the suit of 
Cohn versus Haskin, and the descend- 
ants of the great interpreter of the 
constitution delight to this day to tell 
of the subtle strategy whereby the 
budding jurist achieved victory over 
that case hardened deadbeat of a Has- 
kin person.

Even the callow attorney recognized 
it as » veteran among claims, How- 
ever, having nothing else to while 
away the time, he took the case, Cohn 
promising him all he could get out of 
it, which showed Cohn's valuation of 
{t ns an asset. 

Young Marshall promptly brought 
suit, at which Haskin smiled. When 
judgment was obtained, Marshall rode 
out in person to Haskin'’s place and 
demanded payment, at which Haskin 
laughed, 

And while Haskin chuckled the keen 
eye of the young lawyer wandered 
about the farmyard. He saw one plow, 
‘Which was exempt under the law; also 
one harrow, also exempt; also a huge 
leviathan of a pig drowsing lazily in a 
pen—a very Gargantua of a pig. 

“That's the only pig I got,” volun- 
teered Haskin, reading the lawyer's 
thought. for Haskin, also law wise, 
knew that under the statute he was 
entitled to one pig exempt from selz- 
ure for debt. 

The future chief justice rode home 
pondering deeply. Next day he was 
seen strolling around the outskirts of 
the town looking into casual pigsties 
and keeping his thoughts to himself. 

One noon shortly after a youth, 
trudging along the big road in front of 
Haskin’s house, stopped to ask for a 
bite to eat. Over his shoulder he car- 
ried na gunny sack. Haskin handed 
him out a pone of brend and a chunk 
of meat and then demanded a quarter 
for the repast.. “I haven't got a quar- 
ter,” replied the youth; “thought you 
would give a feller a little snack like 
that.” 

“Not much,” growled Haskin. “What 
you got in that bag?” 

“Nuthin’ but a month old pig,” an- 
swered the youth. “Say, if you gimme 
a quarter in money I'll give you the 
pig and we'll call it square.” 

“I reckon you stole t°at pig,’’ com- 
mented Haskin, “else you wouldn't sell 
it so cheap. Here’s your quarter; 
gimme the pig.” 

The youth disappeared with the quar- 
ter, nnd Haskin, with the content of 
one who has driven a bard bargain, 
carried the shote over to the barnyard 
nnd spilled it into the pen where lay 
the porcine Gargantua.

“I levy on that pig in the suit of 
Cohn versus Haskin,” and he waved 
his hand to a man who was wuiting 
with an empty wagon down the road.

Lesson Vii—Third Quarter, For 
Aug. 6, 1911. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Jor. xxvi, 7-19, 
Memory Verses, 13, 14—Goiden Text, 
Pe. xxvii, 1—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Jereminb was a faithful messenger 
of the Lord God of Israel and coveted 
only the approval of Him who sent 
him. He wus therefore hated by tie 
false prophets and by all who would 
not submit to God. The Lord told him 
that it would be so when He called 
him to be a prophet and sald: ‘Speak 
unto them all that I command thee; be 
not dismayed at their faces. They 
shall fight aguinst thee, but they shall 
not prevail aguinst thee, for 1 am witb 
thee, saith the Lord, to deliver thee” 
(Jer. 1, 17, 19; xv, 20). 

After he had been eighteen years ao 
prophet (compare Jer. 1, 2; II Chron. 
xxxiv, 1) and Jeholakim was now 
king, his brother Jehoabaz having 
reigned only three months (II Chron. 
xxxvi, 1-4), the word of the Lord came 
again to Jeremiah saying, “Speak all 
the words that | command thee to 
speak unto them; diminish not a word” 
(Jer. xxvi, 2). Because of Jeremiah's 
faithfulness in delivering the Lord's 
Inessage against the city and the tem- 
ple the priests and the prophets took 
him and gathered the people against 
him to put him to death (verses 7-11). 
The reason of their hatred is seen in 
the description given of them in pre- 
vious chapters. “A wonderful and hor- 
rible thing is committed in the land— 
the prophets prophesy falsely, and the 
priests bear rule by their means, and 
My people love to have it so.” “Every 
one, from the least even unto the 
greatest, is given to covetousness; 
from the prophet even unto the priest, 
every one dealeth falsely.” “Both 
prophet and priest are profane: yea, 
in My house have I found their wick- 
edness, saith the Lord” (Jer. v, 30, 31; 
vill, 10; xxiii, 11). See the same state 
of affairs described in Isa xxix, 13; 
xxx, 9-13. 

With such an alliance against God 
on the part of the people and their 
teachers we cannot wonder at their 
persecution of such a man of God as 
Jeremiah. It has always been so, and 
the Lord Jesus when on earth said 
that it would be so throughout this 
age also (Matt. x, 16-18; John xv, 18-21; 
xvi, 1-3). We cannot be faithful to 
God and on good terms with the 
world, lying in the wicked one. Back 
of all persecutors of the people of God 
we must see the great persecutor and 
destroyer, the father of lies. 

In verses 12 to 15 we have Jerem!- 
ah's defense, and his only plea is, “Of 
a truth the Lord hath sent me unto 
you to speak all these words in your 
ears.” He did not fell to exhort them 
to amend their ways and thelr doings 
and to obey the voice of the Lord their 
God, and then he added, do what you 
please with me, but know that if you 
kill me you will kill an innocent man. 

The princes and the people then took 
Jeremiah’s part against the priests 
and the prophets because he had spo- 
ken in the name of the Lord their God, 
and they recall the fact that in the 
days of Hezekiah the Prophet Micah 
was a faithful witness for the Lord 
of hosts against Jerusalem, but that 
Hezekiah, instead of killing him, re- 
pented before the Lord, and the Lord 
kept back the evil which otherwise 
would have come upon them. Micah 
told them plainly that they judged for 
reward, taught for bire and divined 
for money, yet professed to lean upon 
the Lord (Mic. ffl, 11). Hezekiah 
knew this to be all true, and he hum- 
bled himself before God and repented. 

The last part of our lesson chapter 
tells of another true man of God who 
prophesied as Jeremiah did, and when 
Jeholakim sought to kill him he fled 
into Egypt, but the king had him 
brought back out of Egypt and put to 
death. The difference in the fate of 
these two men makes us think of 
James, the brother of John, whom 
Herod killed with the sword, and Pe- 
ter, who was saved from a similar fate 
by an angel (Acts xii). It is always a 
gain for a true child of God to die, but 
it is sometimes better for the people 
of God on the earth and for sinners 
who may through them be saved to 
continue yet awhile here (Phil. 1, 
20-26). 

Jeremiah was a prophet of the Lord 
for forty years until Judah was fully 
carried captive in the days of Zedeki- 
ah, and he seems to bave had to con- 
tend with lying prophets all the way 
through, to one of whom the Lord told 
him to say, “This year thou shalt die, 
because thou hast taught rebellion 
against the Lord.” So he died that 
fame year (chapter xxvill, 15-17). We 
can always safely leave ourselves in 
the hands of the Lord, but we cannot 
do otherwise than believe and obey 
Him, The illustration of the Recha- 
bites, who obeyed Jonadab, their fa- 
ther, in the matter of drinking no 
wine, having no vineyards and build- 
ing no houses, as recorded in chapter 
XXXvV, was a very striking object lesson 
and a stinging rebuke to God's diso- 
bedient people, but they did not lay it 
to heart. 

What an old story it 1s, but what a 
sad story, that people will profess in 
words to be the Lord's people, but in 
their lives deny Him by covetousness 
and worldiness and self seeking and 
pleasing, as if they could deceive God, 
who reads the heart, and to whom al) 
things are naked and open.

NOISY BUTTERFLIES. 


One Species Produces a Sound Like 
the Snap of a Whip.

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UNJUST TAXATION. 


After four years of labor and 
several millions of dollars spent 
on its construction the Charles 
River Basin was completed in 
1910 and accepted by the State. 
Hon, Joshua Bennett Holden, an 
eminent Boston Lawyer, capitalist 
and politician, a native of Wo- 


burn, was one of the members of 


the State Board of Commissioners 
under whose direction and author- 
ity the Basin was built. Just 
why and how the Commonwealth 
shouldered the great work and 
payment for it nobody outside the 
Stute House fully understands. 
It was done solely for the benefit 
of Boston and Cambridge, and it 
was only fair and just that those 
cities should pay for it. 

The State, or Park Commission- 
ers of the Metropolitan System, 
(it is hard to say which) thought 
differently, and decided that. all 
the towns and cities in the Metro- 
politan District which would be 
benefitted by the Basin should 
contribute each its proportion to- 
wards the cost of building and 
maintaining it, and on that decis- 
ion the Assessors proceeded to 
assess those towns and cities 
which the Commission, or State 
authorities, or the Park Commis 
sioners, concluded would be bene- 
titted by the Basin the amount re- 
quired for this year's expenses, 
and notify those unfortunate 
municipalities of the exact extent 
to which they had been victim- 
ized. 


Last week Woburn’s Board of 


Assessors were informed that the 
amount of the tax for this city had 
been fixed at $2,785.71, in spite 
of the fact that George W. Norris, 
Kaq., as City Solicitor, had early 
in the proceeding, notified the C. 
RK. B. Commissioners that Wo- 
burn should not be included in 
the enterprise but exempt from all 
connection with it solely on the 
ground that the city, by no possi- 
bility, could receive the least ben- 
efit from it. 

Tho taxpayers in the towns and 
cities that have been assessed for 
this purpose are indignant and 
will resist payment of the tax to 
the bat’s end. Woburn trades- 
men, manufacturers, the Business 
Men’s Association, are bitterly op- 
posed to the tax, and will refuse 
to pay it. 

The assessment is unlawful; it 
cannot be enforced, suy good luw- 
yers. Who are to decide whether 
or not a town or city is benefitted 
by the Basin, and how? 

The Basin tax on Winchester is 
$3,330; that of Wakefield is 
equally high, and both towns have 
been heard from on the subject. 
They are up in arms, and will re- 
sist payment. 

Steps are svon to be taken to 
present this subject to the proper 
authorities, and to adopt plans to 
bring organized opposition to bear 
on it, and combine to fight the 
unjust and illegal tax in the 
Courts, if need be. At least, we 
have been so informed. 


WILLIAM P. FRYE. 


After nearly 50 years of faith- 
ful and fruitful service in Con- 
gress, the last 30 of which were in 
the Senate, of which he was Pro- 
tem President for a long period, 
William P, Frye died at his home 
in Lewiston, Maine, where he was 
born about 80 yeurs ago, last 
Tuesday, Aug. 8, 1911. 

He was one of the ablest mem- 
bers of the U. S. Senate, and even 
Champ Clarke, present Speaker of 
the National House of Representa- 
tives, a rank Democrat, said of 
Senator Frye; ‘‘I have always es- 
timated his integrity as perfect, 
and his ability as great.” 

Senator Lodge said of him: ‘1 
do not think there was ever a 
mun in the Senate more generally 
beloved,”

THR TAX RATE. 


To those taxpayers who are 
familiar with the financial condi- 
tion of Woburn—its resources 
and expenditures for the present 
year—were not surprised when 
the Board of Assessors reported 
an increase of 50 cents on $1,000 
over the tax of 1910, which was 
$19.80, while it is $20.30 this year, 
but wondered how the figure was 
kept so, low, especially when it 
was found that $7,000 more money 
must be raised to meet this year’s 
ordinary and extraordinary de- 
mands than was necessary in 1910. 
The total sum to be raised by tax- 
ation this year is as follows: 

State tax $16,885.00 
County 10,880.58 
Metropolitan sewer 11,883.88 
Metropolitan park 6,212.61 
Charles river basin 2,785.71 
State highway 101.50 


Executions 800.00 
City budget 190,430.00 
Overlayings 3,903.20 

$243,782.48 


There was a shrinkage of 
$95,664 in the amount of personal 
property returned for assessment, 
due to dullness in and falling off 
of the leather factory products 
which, but for the favorable cir- 
cumstance of an increase otf 
$171,960 in real estate valuation, 
would have caused a much higher 
rate than $20.30 for Woburn this 
year, 

Pessimists may take a different 
view of it, but, all the same, the 
Increase of this city’s taxrate for 
1911 and the decrease of the 
amount of personal property given 
in for assessment, has no signifi- 


cance so far as the real condition of 


the city is concerned. These rates 
and returns vary from year to 
year without any apparent cause, 
and nothing is thought of it. Re- 
turns of personal property are a 
mighty uncertain quantity on 


which to base taxation, or judge of 


a city’s wealth; and many causes 
often contribute to a necessary ad- 
vance of the taxrate. 

Real estate alone furnishes a 
true basis, and according to the 
report of the Assessors on its con- 
ditions, this city is prosperous, 
and far trom being taxridden, as 
some people would have us believe, 

It is undoubtedly true that the 
present Democratic city adminis- 
tration are spending more money 
than there is any need of, and in 
some respects, are wasteful and 
extravagent; nevertheless, we be- 
lieve in giving the devil his due.

Governor Foss has at last sent to 
the executive council the names of 
four men to be justices of the su- 
perior court. Three of these nomt- 
nations were to fill places created by 
fn act of the present legislature, the 
other to fill a vacancy caused by the 
promotiion of Judge William Scho- 
field to the federal bench In Boston. 
The new judges are Hugo A, Du- 
buque of Fall River, Walter Perley 
Hall of Fitchburg, Patrick M. Keat- 
ing of Boston and John B. Ratigan of 
Worcester. Dubuque and Hall are Re- 
publicans, while Ratigan and Keating 


are Democrats. 
There is much regret that the gov- 
ernor selected Mr. Hall, who has 


been for several years chairman of the 
railroad commission, and has filled 
that position with such unusual ability 
as to make him seem almost a nevcs- 
sity there. However, it has been un- 
derstood that the governor desired a 
place on the ra{lroad commission to 
which he might appoint Frederick 
Macleod of Cambridge, for two years 


chairman of the Democratic — state 
committee. Macleod desired a judge- 
ship, but the governor has all along 


hesitated to appoint him but at the 
hesitated to appoint him at the samc 
same time evidently wished to reward 
him for his services as chairman of the 
Democratic state committee In the 
two campaigns of 1909 and 1910, In 
view of some of his judicial appotnt- 
ments Macleod’s friends think the 
governor would have done no violence 
to the superfor court bench {f he had 
given him a place there. 

There has been considerable opposi- 
tion to the confirmation of Asa R. 
Minard of Medford for supervisor of 


Joan companies {in Massachusetts. 
Most of this comes from British 
Americans who deny that Minard 
{is representative of that ele- 
ment and that his  fdentification 
with the progressive Republican 
movement has never been promi- 
nent enough to entitle him to 


this recognition. The nomination has 
been held up by the executive coun- 
cil and will probably considered 
more fully at the next meeting. 


Joseph Walker Criticises Foss 

Hon. Joseph Walker, speaker of 
the Massachusetts house of  repre- 
sentatives, is now talking very plain- 
ly regarding the administration of 
Governor Foss. In a speech at 
Springfield Mr. Walker declared that 
the governor has used the legislature 
and the state institutions for his own 
political ends. He believes that he 
sought to cause dissension, and dis- 
Satisfaction with the legislature. 
Some of the messages, Mr. Walker 
deciares, were positively insulting, 
while his criticisms were greatly ex- 
aggerated or without substance. It 
looked to him as though the governor 
were trying to quarrel. He admitted 
that the governor might have gained 
an advantage in his quarrel with the 
legislature, in that {it perhaps in- 
creased his popularity in certain dl- 
rections. Such an attitude always 
did. Mr. Walker sald he supported 
the governor when he asked for ex- 
perts to Investigate the state institu- 
tions and believed that strict econo- 
my should be observed {tn conducting 
their affairs. However, he did not 
Mke the way Governor Foss used his 
experts. Here again he thought he 
worked for political reasons and not 
for economic reasons. His investiga- 
tions were not based on an honest 
desire to get down to the bed rock 
of things. It 1s thought that such an 
indictment from a man as fair and 
honest as Speaker Walker {ts known 
to be must convince the most skepti- 
cal of the truth of his charges,

There ts some question to 
whether Governor Foss intends to re- 
appoint Tax Commissioner Trefry.

The diary of Poumies de la Siboutle 
(born 1789, died in 1863), recently 
translated into English, has something 
nbout Napoleon, that remarkable man 
who continues to be the most interest- 
ing figure in European history.

Why should we revd fairy stories 
with marvelous happenings when there 
are such occurring in real life?

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A CITY IN THE SEA. 


Ruine of an Ancient Town on the Bed 
of the Adriatic. 

Near Rovigo, ou the peninsula of 
Istria, in the Adriatic sea, the ruins of 
fn large town are said to exist at the 
bottom of the sea. It had been ob 
served for some years that fishermen's 
nets Were sometimes entangled tn 
what appeared to be masses of nan 
sonry, of which fragments were 
brought up from the sea bed, says the 
Pall Mall Gazette. A diver declared 
that he had seen walls and streets be 
low the water. 

The city authorities decided to in- 
vestigate. They sent down a diver, 
who, at the depth of 851 feet, found 
himself surrounded on the bottom of 
the sea by the ruined walls, undoubt- 
edly the work of man. Continuing his 
explorations, he traced the line of 
walls and was able to distinguish how 
the streets were laid out. He did not 
see any doors or window openings, for 
they were hidden by masses of seaweed 
and incrustations, He traced the ma- 
sonry for a distance of 100 feet, where 
he had to stop, as his diving cord did 
not permit him to go farther. 

Some people think that they identify 
this lost town with the island men- 
toned by Pliny the elder under the 
name of Cissa, near Istria. This Island 
cannot be found now, and it is thought 
the submerged town may have been a 
settlement on the island that so mys- 
teriously disappeared. 


LIGHT REFLECTION. 


The Reason Why Foam Always Ap- 
pears White In Color. 

When water or liquid of any color is 
violently agitated small bubbles of 
alr are mixed up with ft, and thus 
foam is formed, and {ts whiteness is 
due to the fact that when light passes 
from one toedium to another of a dif. 
ferent refractive index it is always 
reflected, and this reflection may be 
so often repented as to render the mix- 
ture impervious to light. 

It is, then, this frequency of the re- 
flections of the limiting surfaces of 
air and water that renders foam 
opaque, and us each particle reflects 
Nght in all directions so much light ts 
reflected that the mixture appears 
white. 

To a similar cause is due the white 
ness of transparent bodies when crush- 
ed to powder. The separate particles 
transmit light freely, but the reflec- 
tions at their surfaces are so numer- 
ous that the resulting effect is white. 
Thus glass when crushed is a white 
powder and is opaque, but when it is 
put under water it once more becomes 
transparent, because the water fills up 
the interstices between the particles 
and the reflections are destroyed. Salt 
and snow are also common examples 
of this condition. 


How Roots Penetrate Hard Ground. 
The extreme tips of a delicate root 
fire protected by a sheath set with 
minute scales, which as it is worn 
away by friction against the soil is as 
constantly replaced, so that it acts 
as a wedge and the root thread is car- 
ried down uninjured. Another aid to 
penetration lies in the provision where- 
by the root as it pushes downward in 
search of nourishment exercises a 
slightly spiral, screwlike motion which 
worms its tip into the ground. An- 
other important agent is the acid cell 
sap, which exudes on to and dissolves 
to some extent the rock or hard soil. 
This may be tested by placing a small 
piece of polished marble in a pot in 
which a plant {is set and covering it 
with earth. After some weeks the 
marble will be found to have been cor- 
roded by the continuous action of this

RAILWAY DETECTIVES. 


They Trace Those Who Steal or De- 
atroy Property of the Road. 

The secret service is a hard game 
to tackle, but, ike all kinds of work, 
it has its easy jobs. One of them ts 
that of special agent for a ratiroad. 
The agent is supposed to trace those 
who steal or destroy railroad property. 

When he is notified that a trunk or 
other article of baggage is missing he 
finds out by ita number from where it 
was sent and follows it on the booka 
to the Inst station where it has been 
checked, Then he notifies the police 
in the vicinity between the station 
where the baggage was last checked 
and the station where it should have 
been checked. The police get busy, 
and probably the property is soon re- 
covered and the thieves put in jail. 
The baggage is then turned over to 
the special agent, who notifies the rail- 
road official that he has recovered the 
stolen goods. 

If a freight car is robbed the spe- 
elal agent pursues the same tactics, 
He finds out where the car was last 
sealed and the place where the car was 
reported as having its seal broken 
The police or constables In the coun 
try between the two points are not! 
fied, and if they fail to capture the 
robbers the railroad may never hear 
again of the stolen goods. Wherever 
destruction has occurred to railroad 
property it 1s usually police officers 
who trace and arrest those guilty. 

However, the special agent must 
be a keen Judge of human nature and 
with sufficient tact to make himself 
popular with the police officers in his 
territory, Usually he is an old time 
detective and is well enough acquaint- 
ed with detectives and police through- 
out the country to obtain results where 
an amateur would fail

Text of the Lesson, Jer. xxxvi, 20-32. 
Memory Verses, 23, 24—Golden Text, 
Isa. x!, 8—Commentary by Rev. D. M. 
Stearna, 


There are to me two great founda- 
tion truths throughout the whole Bible 
—"God is love" and “The Lord is not 
Willing that any should perish.” These 
very words are found in I John ty, 8, 
16; II Pet. 1, 9, but these truths are 
everywhere in the book. Note the 
reason He gives why Jeremiah is to 
write this particular book, “that they 
may return every man from his evil 
way, that I may forgive their iniquity 
and their sin” (verse 8). 

We know from chapter xxxil, 1, 2, 
that Jereminh was a prisoner during 
part of Zedekinh's reign, but we also 
find him a prisoner in today's lesson, 
the events of which occurred in the 
fourth year of Jeholakim or in the 
fourth year after the death of good 
King Josiah (verses 1, 5). He suffered 
much because of the Lord's message, 
which he so faithfully delivered, so 
much that he said at one time, “I was 
like a lamb or an ox that is brought 
to the slaughter,” and at another time 
he said: “I am in derision dally; every 
one mocketh me; * * * I will not make 
mention of Him nor speak any more 
in His name” (chapters xi, 19; xx, 7-9). 
He did not keep this resolution, for the 
fire was so hot within him that he 
could not but speak. This makes us 
think of Peter and John in Acts tv, 19, 
20. May we all have the same fire 
in us. 

Baruch was eyidently Jeremiah’s 
scribe who did the writing for him 
and to whom he said at this very time. 
as we read in Jer. xlv: “Seeketh thou 
great things for thyself? Seek them 
not.” It was a message from the 
Lord to him through Jeremiah. Let us 
take It too. 

Notice in verses 4-7, 17, 18, how this 
book was written. The words were 
the Lord's, the mouth was Jeremiah’s, 
and the pen was Baruch's. ‘That ts in 
spiration. The Lord did not give Jere- 
minb the thoughts that he might put 
them Into words, but He gave him the 
very words. Hear David also concern- 
Ing the psalms which he wrote, “The 
Spirit of the Lord spake by me, and 
His word was in my tongue" (II Sam. 
xrxiil, 2). This is in perfect accord 
with II Pet. f, 21. 

As Jeremiah was shut up, Baruch 
Was to take the book and read from It 
to all the people the words of the Lord 
in the Lord's house. This he did in 
the ninth month of the fifth year of 
Jeholakim as the people were gath- 
ered on the fasting day (verses 6, 9). 
Then went one and told the princes 
what he had heard, and the princes 
sent for Baruch, that he might come 
and read to them the words of the 
book. This be did, and, althougb the 
words made them afraid, they said 
they would tell the king these words 
So they kept the book, but advised 
Barnch that he and Jeremiah would 
do well to hide where no one could 
find them. 

The Lord evidently guided them 
where to hide, for it is said, **The Lord 
hid them" (verses 19, 26). The Lord 
60 hid Elijab that no one could find 
him (I Kings xvil, 3; xvill, 10), and all 
true believers should greatly rejoice in 
Col. ii, 3, “Your life is hid with Christ 
{n God." 

After the princes told the king what 
they had heard from the book he had 
{t brought and read to him in the 
presence of all princes as he sat in the 
winter bouse with a fire burning on 
the beartb before him (verses 20-22) 
As the king heard it he deliberately 
eut it with bis penknife, portion by 
portion, and cast it into the fire until 
he had burned up the whole book, Al- 
though several pleaded witb him not 
to burn it, he would not listen to them 
None present seemed to be afraid nor 
rend thelr garments, for were they not 
in the presence of the king and there- 
fore safe in indorsing what be did? 
Besides, a king who would send into 
Egypt for a prophet in order to kill 
him might not hesitate to kill some of 
them if they stood against him. 

If we live in the fear of the Lord 
we will not fear the face of man nor 
what man may do unto us, but the 
devil bas said, “All that a map hath 
will be give up for his life’ (Job i, 4), 
and that is true of many of the devil's 
people, but should not be true of any 
ebild of God. 

One would think that the message 
of verses 20-31 to Jeholakim would 
make any ordinary man to tremble, 
but we read that “they bearkened 
not.” So blind and deaf does the devil 
make his followers to all but his sug- 
gestions. A servant of the Lord, on 
the contrary, should be blind and deaf 
to all but His face and His voice 
Such was Jeremiah. See also what is 
written of our Lord tn Isa. xiii, 1, 19. 

Jeremiah was ordered to write the 
same words, with many more, op a 
hew rol! (verse 82), and thus vain were 
the king’s efforts to destroy the words 
he did not like. There are many today 
who dislike many words ip the book, 
such as those concerning the tncarna- 
tion, the Deity and the sinless human- 
ity of Jesus Christ, the resurrection of 
the body, His return in glory, but most 
of all that there is no redemption but 
by His precious blood and that those 
who reject Him must go to the lake 
of fire. But His word stands and is 
forever settled in heaven

The Way the Fabric Is Adulterated to 
Increase Its Weight. 

If properly handled silk is the strong 
est and most durable of all textile ma- 
terials, but the various of 
manufacture that remove much of the 
natural gum cause it to lose so large 
an amount of Its welght that unserup 
ulous dyers and manufacturers 
to “londing,” dipping the thrown silk 
into a solution of bichloride of tin. 
Some are not content with restoring 
the original welght of the raw silk, but 
“load” it until its weight is multiplied 
three or four fold. This operation 
mikes the skeins more yaluable, but 
it destroys the durability of the fila 
ments, 

Stretebing the threads to their elas 
tie ‘imit, so that a given weight will 
weave n greater number of yards, and 
stenming to glye the material an un 
natural luster are other processes that 
prove profitable to manufacturers, but

They will not laugh unless 
the witticism is finished by a nod of 
the head or a certain movement of the 
body. 

‘Tt is on this account that certain 
comedies, great successes in this coun- 
try, are absolute failures in Great 
Britain,” he continues. “Something 
must be done when a ‘laugh line’ 
spoken on the English stnge to give 
the audience an inkling that the witti- 
cism has been completed. Then you 
get your laugh. 

“Not so, on the contrary, with Amer- 
jeans. T remember of hearing of an 
incident involving one of Olga Neth- 
ersole's first appearances in this coun- 
try. Several times during the perform- 
ance the celebrated actress walked to 
the sides and exclaimed to the stage 
manager: ‘What’s the matter? Are 
they going to hiss me off?

We have not yet reached the end of 
the sorrows of Jeremiah, and these of 
today’s lesson seem to have been some 
of the wvrenatest, but all were because 
of the truth and the God of truth (sa 
Ixv, 10) Whose witness he was, It has 
long time since he censed to 
complain of bis sufferings for the 
truth’s sake, but he still awaits the 
full glory of the kingdom which by the 
spirit he foresaw and predicted. Many 
others have come and gone, and the 
kingdom Is not yet, and the sufferings 
ontinue for the faithful, but “the Lord 
God of recompenses shall surely re 
quite” (Jer. Hl, 56), and the sufferings

State Looks Better 


NOPE TO DEFEAT GOV, FOSS 


Newspaper Opinions on State Admin- 
istration—-Campaign to be a Hot One 
—Foss Experts Show Inconsistency 


There is an entirely different feel 
Ing abroad tn the state today regard- 
ing the result of the state election 
next November, than was prevalent 
a month ago. On the earlier date al- 
most any one conversant with the 
polities of the commonwealth would 
have vouchsafed the prediction that 
Governor Foss stood a good show of 
succeeding himself. After the legis- 
lature was prorogued and its members 
went home, a somewhat different 
sentiment became manifest. Up to 
that time, the people in the country, 
who had not seen the governor at 
close view, gained the impression 
that he was giving the state a 
administration, After the legislators 
returned to their constituents and be- 
gan to enlighten them, the change 
in sentiment was noticeable. 

The Democratic legislators were 
even more outspoken in regard to 
Governor Foss’ pretensions than the 
Republican members. Some of them 
reported to their constituents that 
Mr. Foss was playing polities every 
day in the week. The Boston Herald 
has stated the s{tuation editorially. 
It sald: “Mr, Foss has impressed him- 
self on the people of this state as a 
courageous, intelligent and high- 
minded executive. To the extent that 
the facts ever become known, he will 
be seen to have been Insincere, un- 
dignified, and essentially demagogic; 
and yet these actualities have been 
very skillfully obscured from the pop- 
ular gaze. * * * * Mr. Koss origin- 
ally recommended almost exactly the 
sort of legislation which in the Ellis 
milk bill went through both houses; 
and then he vetoed it. * * * * The 
supposition that Lomasney and Fitz- 
gerald are really hostile to 
the result of some of the cleverest 
acting that has in yeara been per- 
formed in this state, either on or off 
the professional stage.” 
Republicans Sensing the Change 

Sentiment 

It is plainly evident that Republi- 
caus are feeling much greater courage 
{in regard to the coming campaign 
than they have hitherto felt. ofr 
course, it will be a fierce fight in any 
event. Mr. Foss has always provided 
the bulk of the funds for the Demo: 
cratic campaign when he hag been a 
candidate, and has spent whatever 
he thought was necessary. Never- 
theless, the Democrats have main- 
tained that he was not nominated to 
“open a barrel.” In 1909 Fred J. 
Macleod, now railroad commissioner, 
then chairman of the Democratic state 
committee, {ssued this amazing state- 
ment, as reposted in the Boston Her- 
ald of Oct. 3 that year, after Mr. 
Foss had been nominated for Heuten- 
ant governor: “It was never anticl- 
pated, nor agreed, and is certainly 
not now expected that Mr. Foss will 
open a barrel. Just the contrary Is 
the truth. The express stipulation 
has been from the first that Mr. Foss 
must not and shal] not be called upen 
to finance the Democratic campaign— 
and he will not do so, directly or in- 
directly,” 

As a matter of fact, In that 
paign Mr. Foss, according 
sworn statement filed on Nov. 
at the office of the secretary of the 
commonwealth, confessed to having 
contributed the following sums to the 
Democratic campaign fund: 

Oct. 6, $2000; Oct. 8, $2000; Oct. 
18, $2000; Oct. 21, $2000; Oct. 23, 
$1000; Oct. 27, $2000; Oct. 29, $2000; 
and Noy. 1, $6000, Nov. 6, contri- 
buted to Foss campalgn committee 
$18,757 ,82. 

This makes a total of $39,757,82, 
and the sums contributed by all other 
persons amounted to less than $4000, 
There are people who wonder that Mr. 
Macleod could get so far from the 
truth, 

Unsupported Charges of Stealing Re- 
sented 

There are many people who believe 
that when the governor declared that 
“there is not the slightest doubt in my 
mind that # lot of the state’s money 
has not only been wasted, but stolen,” 
he offended men in both parties, es- 
pecially when he refused to give par- 
ticulars, The impression prevails that 
he was talking solely for political 
effect, otherwise he would have made 
his generalities good by specific in- 
stances, A sample of the newspaper 
comment upon the governor's charges 
Is an editorial by Ex-Senator Herbert 
©. Parsons In the Greentield Gazette, 
In which he says: 

"Governor Foss’ interview in a Sun- 
day newspaper is preposterous to the 
limit in his charge of wholesale steal- 
Ing. ‘The state as a whole has been 
exceedingly forbearing with the gov- 
ernor's verbosity. But as the year 
has gone on, it appears that Mr. 
Foss 1s the most political of politi- 
clans, With superficial investigations, 
wholesale attacks on well managed 
slate work, grand slaud plays, # 
capucity ror vast misinformation, his 
administration has descended into an 
attempt to create political capital,”

That's the only fit place for such as 
youl!" 

Rubinstein nearly fainted from 
fright, but he got away as best he 
could, The days went by, and still no 
pass came to him, Some of his friends, 
however, knew of the treatment he 
had received. One day Rubinstein was 
summoned to appear beore the chief 
of police, General Galichot’, He had 
to wait three hours, At last he was 
called into the great man's presence 
and addressed as follows: 

“Well, young man, IT have been 
spoken to about you. I am told that 
you are some sort of musician, but I 
don't believe anything of the kind. 
Go to my chief secretary, Schesnok, 
and play for him, so that we can tell 
if you really are a musiclan—that is, a 
man who understands music.” 

All this was said in a contemptuous 
tone. Rubinstein was taken to the sec- 
retary, Who was the possessor of the 
most wretched plano Rubinstein ever 
had heard, much less played on. He 
was angry and disgusted, and a 
thought flashed across him. TITere was 
an opportunity to be revenged for the 
Insults heaped upon him. He would 
vent bis indignation on the piano. 
And so he did. Te pounded and ham 
mered the poor instrument until it 
seemed to shriek.

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YEGGMEN SERVE “SOUP.” 


Its Queer Recipe Is In Possession of 
the Secret Service, 

a recipe for soup served only 
preferably in the early 


ITere Is 
after nightfail, 
morning hours 

“First take about ten or a dozen 
impwri hz xug, crumble it up fine and 
put it ina pan or washbowl, then pour 
over it enough uswhohs (either chhx or 
jaky) to cover H well, Stir it up with 
your hands, being careful to break all 
he lumps; leave it set a few minutes; 
then get a few yards of cheesecloth 
and tear it in pleees and strain the 
mixture through the cloth Into another 
vessel, wring the sawdust dry and 
throw it away.

MYSTERIOUS MEKRAN. 


A Desolate Land, Desiccated by Nature 
and Shunned by Man. 

“A mysterious vell has always hung 
sver the land of Mekran,” says the 
London Times, “Mekran is the name 
given to the long constal region 
stretching almost from the Indus to 
the entrance to the Persian gulf. Sail- 
ors have cousted along its white shores 
from time tinmemortal, but few in 
modern days have ever penetrated the 
ranges of hills which lie beyond. The 
freater juirt of Meklan is desolate and 
forsaken, u land desiccated by nature 
and shunned by man. The few tribes 
which linger there are the jetsam of 
history, stray wreckage which has 
drifted into this obscure corner of the 
world in the backwash of great events. 
It is even believed that the Dravidians 
passed through Mekran on their way 
to southern India and left stragglers, 
whose descendants have dwelt there 
ever since, There are patches of Mon- 
gols from the days of Jenghiz Khan; 
colonels of half breed Arabs from the 
time when an Arab dynasty held Sind; 
unmistakable Rajputs, who were there 
before Alexander; African negroes, the 
offshoots of medieval slavery, and 
traces of still older peoples whose 
origins are lost in the mists of time. 

“Yet Mekran cannot always have 
been elther so dry or so deserted. 
Many of its hills are closely covered 
with little stone houses, mostly square 
at the base, narrowing upward like 
truncated pyramids, and with dome 
shaped interiors. They are tombs, and 
among the rubbish found within them 
nre fragments of light green pottery 
of fine quality, which no one seems 
able to identify. Then there are vast 
masonry dams, obviously built to catch 
the water in the hills, just as engi- 
neers are making dams in the Indian 
ghauts to-day. 

“Sometimes the hills are terraced 
for cultivation, after the fashion of 
hills in southern Japan and elsewhere, 
only in Mekran the terraces are dry 
und bare, and not even a blade of 
grass remains, The crumbling ruins 
of whole cities, the very names of 
which are forgotten, He concealed be- 
tween the serrated ridges.” 


FEATHERED POLICE. 


Do a Wonderful Amount of 
Work For the Farmer. 

Birda work more In conjunction with 
man to help him than does any other 
form of outdoor life, according to an 
article In Success Magazine. They 
police the earth and alr, and without 
their services the farmer would be 
helpless. Larks, wrens and thrushes 
search the ground for grubs and In- 
sects. The food of the meadow lark 
consists of 75 per cent of injurious 
insects and 12 per cent of weed seed, 
showing it to be a bird of great eco 
nomic value. Sparrows, finches and 
quail eat a large amount of weed seed. 

Practically all the food of the tree 
sparrow consists of seed. Examina- 
tlons by Professor F. E. L. Beal of the 
biological survey of the department of 
agriculture show that a single free 
xpurrow will eat a quarter of an ounce 
of weed seed dally. In a state the 
size of Iowa tree sparrows alone will 
consume more than 800 tons of weed 
seed annually. This, with the work 
of other seed eating birds, saves the 
farmer an immense amount of work. 

Nuthutches and chickadees scan 
every part of the trunks and limbs of 
trees for insect eggs. Ina day's time 
4 chickadee has been known to eat 
hundreds of insect eggs and worms 
that are very harmful to our trees 
and vegetables. Warblers and vireos 
hunt the leaves and buds for moths 
and millers. Flycatchers, swallows and 
night hawks are busy day and night 
catching files that bother man and 
beast. Hawks and owls are working 
silently in daylight and darkness to 
catch moles, mice, gophers and squir- 
rels,

harges made to those less fortunate 
sre concessions, The tremendous field 
+f the physician's charity is therefore 
-sually underestimated, for it extends 
o a great majority of bis patients. 
In olden times, when medicine was 
iearly all art and but little selence, 
the fee whs unknown, Like other art 
sts. the leech received an honorarium, 
the welght of which depended natu- 
rally upon the resources of the patient, 
The popular impression that physti- 
ciuns make the rich pay for the poor 1s 
fneorrect, They extend their services to 
all alike, and all are supposed to pay as 
inuch as they can afford for services 
seully priceless and impossible to rep: 
resept adequately in money values. 
Any attempt made to establish stand 
urd fees by law 1s sure to work tn 
justice to the physiclan. ‘The “stand- 
ard” fee would have to be much high 
er than the average fee at present and 
there would have to be some method 
of enforcing Its sure payment. Only 
with the standard fixed, as now, by 
the ability of the wealthy is It possible 
for the poor to recelye the benefits of 
the highest professional skill without 
losing thelr self respect.—New York 
Medical Journal.

BUDDHIST CREMATION. 


The Funeral Pyre and the Disposition 
of the Ashes, 

A Buddhist cremation is a strange 
Md uneanny event, and it is not often 
that a foreigner is given to witness 
me 1 siw some of the preliminary 
veremonies ata temple in south China, 
but found myself apparently becoming 
pensona ton grata as the time for the 
cremation jAoper approached and did 
not care enough about seeing it to in- 
trude. IT have since heard and read 
several descriptions of the grewsome 
ceremony 

The priests are dressed tn white sack- 
cloth, similar to that worn by the 
mourners at the funerals of the lay- 
men, and their brows are bound with 
White bandages, The corpse, dressed 
In a cowl and with the hands fixed In 
an uttitude of prayer, is placed in a 
sitting position in a bamboo chair and 
carried to the funeral pyre by some of 
his fellow monks, all the other monks 
of the monastery following in a dou- 
ble line, As the procession advances 
the walls of the monastery echo with 
the chanting of prayers and the tin- 
kiing of cymbals, 

When the pyre ts reached the bearers 
place the corpse upon it, and the fag- 
ots are kindled by the head priest. 
and while the flames are mounting the 
others prostrate themselves in obel- 
sance fo the ashes of their departed 
brother. When the fire is burned out 
the uttendants collect the charred 
bones and plaice them in a cinerary 
urn, which is often deposited in a 
small shrine within the precincts of 
the monastery, to remain there until 
the ninth day of the ninth month, 
When the ashes are sewed up tn a bag 
of red cloth und thrown into a sort of 
ossuary or monastery mausoleum.— 
Lewis R. Freeman in Los Angeles 
Times. 


THE FIRST SOAP. 
According to Pliny, It Was 
Among the Gauls, 

Who invented soap? According to 
Pliny, soap was an invention of the 
Gauls, who used it for giving a bright 
He also states that 
it was employed by the Germans 
both as a medicinal and as a cleansing 
agent, two kinds being used—hard and 
soft. There is reason to belleve that 
it was introduced into Germany by the 
Romans, though on this point there {s 
some difference of opinion. 

Homer tells us in the “Odyssey” that 
Nausicaa, daughter of Alcinous, king 
of the Phuecinns, and her attendants 
washed clothes by treading upon 
them with their feet In pits of water, 
s0 that apparently she and her serv- 
ants were unacquainted with the use 
of soap. 

The fact that soap was obtainable 
by boiling together oily or fatty sub- 
stances and alkalis was known at an 
early period of history, but it must 
be borne in mind that the substance 
referred to in the Old Testament and 
trinslated “soap” (Jeremiah fi, 22, 
“For though thou wash thee with 
niter—properly, natrou—soda—and take 
thee much soap,” and Malachi iv, 2, 
“For he is like a refiner's fire and 
Hike fuller’s soap") refer to the alkali 
itself and not to the substances pre- 
pared from oily bodies and these alka- 
line matters. 

The French word for soap (savon) 
{s supposed to have been derived 
from the fact of its having been munu- 
factured at Savona, near Genoa, 

The manufacture of soap began In 
London in 1524, before which time it 
was supplied by Bristol at a penny 
per pound, <A duty was imposed on 
soup in 1711, but after several reduc- 
tions was totally repealed in 1853.— 
-London Journal. 


In Use 


Washington Monumem Bent by Heat. 

The towering Washington monu- 
ment, solid as it is, cannot resist the 
heat of the sun poured on its southern 
side on a midsummer's day without a 
slight bending of the gigantic shaft, 
which is rendered perceptible by 
means of a copper wire 174 feet long 
hanging in the center of the structure 
and carrying a plummet suspended in 
a vessel of water. At noon in summer 
the apex of the monument, 550 feet 
above the ground, ts shifted by ex- 
pansion of the stone a few hundredths 
of av inch toward the north. High 
winds cause perceptible motions of the 
plummet, and in still weather delicate 
vibrations of the crust of the earth 
otherwise unpercelved are registered 
by it. 

Blood Thicker Than Some Water. 

“Blood is thicker than water’— 
though not much thicker—and not so 
thick as sea water. The water of the 
ocean contains thirty-five parts of sa- 
line material a thousand, while the 
vital fluid of the human body contains 
but seven parts a thousand or one- 
fifth as much. In the human body 
each of its myriads of cells 1s bathed 
with this seven-tenths per cent saline 
fluid.—Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette

Dr. Seth W. Kelley of Wyman 
Green, this city, is the Dean of 
the Woburn medical profession. 
The people have confidence in his 
ability and integrity. 

Commenting on the presence of 
“Infantile Paralysis” here Dr. 
Kelley made statements calculated 
to allay the fears, anxieties, and 
excitement caused by the profes- 
sional action of an agent of the 
State Board of Health who was 
sent here as an expert to investi- 
gate the matter on the utterly un- 
necessary summons of some of 
our city Doctors reinforced by the 
alarming stories scattered abroad. 

In the year 1907 Dr. Kelley 
filed with the Woburn Board of 
Health the first report of a case of 
the kind ever received by that 
Board. In 1911 he filed the flrst 
report of x case examined since 
the return of the disease to this 
city. It prevailed here prior to 
1907 just as it always has; but no 
Doctor of reputable professional 
standing ever considered it con- 
tagious, or that reports of it to 
Boards of Health were necessary ; 
nor did State or City Boards of 
Health so regard it. 

Dr. Kelley was familiar with the 
disease and constantly treated 
cases long before any respectable 
medical authority deemed it con-

TOLD IN FEW WORDS. 


Shortest Robber Story In History, as 
Narrated by Voltaire.

GOLD FOR JEWELERS. 


Most of the Raw Material Is Bought 
From the Government. 
Jewelers derive their gold supply 
from various sourees, such us old jew 
elry, banks and refineries, but the 
treater part of the raw gold used by 
the manufacturer comes from the gov 

ernment, 

From the refiner the gold comes to 
the factory In the form of buttons or 
granules. The refineries employ the 
waste of the Jewelry shops and by 
Durning off the material portions and 
subjecting the result to certain proc 
esses recover much go'd that other 
wise would be lost to the trade 

or many years there was a steady 
drain on the gold coln in eireulation, 
caused by the use of the coin by Jew 
elers In search of raw material The 
fact that our government turned out 4 
coin that after passing through the 
assay office was of twenty-two carat 
fineness, only two grains below the 
pure gold standard, and had also been 
work over, the silver and copper 
forming the alloy having been mixed 
thoroughly in the gold before the coin 
was minted, made the gold coin par 
ticularly attractive to the jeweler 
The manufacturer experienced no trou 
ble when the gold coin was used, in 
asmuch us the alloy always bad been 
combined with the metal, and all that 
was necessary for the commercial 
utilization of the coin was to alloy it 
sufficiently to bring the gold down to 
the point required; also, from the jew 
eler's viewpoint, a lot of time and dif 
culty was saved, Inasmuch us this 
scheme did away with much bookkeep 
ing und rendered unnecessary the ty 
ing up of considerable amounts. of 
money in the purchase of raw mate 
rial to be held as atoek. Later, how- 
ever, the government mide up the 
pure gold in brick or bar form, and it 
{gs in that shape the greater bulk of 
the supply is now derived, 

Thousands of dollars pass between 
the banks and the manufacturing Jew 
elers every year in the forms of bars 
of gold, the banks handling these for 
the benefit of their clients. The bricks 
vary in value according to weight from 
$200 to $500 and come with the gov 
ernment assay office stamp as a guar 
antee of purity and fiuneness,—New 
York Press

THE TEREDO. 
Curious and Destructive Worm That 
Digs Tunnels In Wood. 

It was in 1731 thet Holland nav- 
rowly escaped inundation along ite 
coast because the timbers of the sea 
dikes in many parts were discovered 
to be quite unsound, The timely dls: 
covery of the real condition of the 
dikes saved the country from an awft 
catastrophe, the full extent of which 
was comprehended by only a few 
Dutchmen, 

The timbers had been honeyco:nbed 
by the teredo, or shipworm., ‘This 
creature burrows into any wood im- 
mersed in sea water. It makes an 
entrance when young and digs chan- 
nels along the grain of the wood, liv 
ing and often dying in the timber. The 
worm grows in some localities to a 
length of twelye inches, jts girth be- 
ing one and a half inches, and the 
curlous thing about its whiplike body 
is its exceeding tenderness, It cannot 
bear its own weight. It will break if 
subjected to any strain. 

Tt will burrow straight along the 
grain of the wood unless turned aside 
by a knot or nail, and, no matter how 
many of these worms may be burrow- 
ing in the same piece of wood, they 
never run their channels Into one an- 
other. By some marvelous Instinct 
they keep clear of each other's pre- 
serves. We have seen a cross section 
of a log eighteen inches in diameter, 
and we counted no fewer than 800 
distinct burrows.—Exchange.

It Was a Question Whether She 
Was a Ghost or Flesh 
and Blood.

Undoubtedly the most interesting 
cif in the world—at any rate, to Huro- 
peans and Americans—is Rome. For 
twenty-five centuries she has been 
passing through exciting scenes sucls 
as have been but occasional with other 


elties. And her changes have been 
no less remarkable, There was the 
austere purity of the republic, the 


profilgacy of the empire, her almost 
obliteration following the many at- 
tacks of her enemies, the petty quar- 
rels and villaintes of the middle ages. 

Perhaps the most despicable period 
at Rome was during the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. Within this 
period every head of a family inhabit- 
ed his tower or stronghold, in which 
he defended himself against every oth 
er family. ‘There were the Orsini, the 
Borgits, the Colonna and many other 
clans whose business it wes to fight. 
slaughter or poison one another. Some 
of them grew rich through plunder— 
there was then no other way-—and 
built enormous pulaces, where they 
Nved with thelr retainers in princely 
style. 

During a visit to Rome I oceupled a 
room in one of these palazzios. The 
building is very long and has been cut 
up into sections by partition walls. 
Not that there is any regularity in 
these purtitions; they occur any and 
everywhere, and it is not easy to tell 
which ones were a part of the original 
palace and which have been built in 
since. I was curious about the pile, 
for though I was then but twenty-five 
years old I had read much about medi- 
eval Italy, and I knew the history of 
the house from {ts building. It was 
erected by one of the most villainous 
of the Roman family leaders that 
flourished in the fifteenth century, A 
number of times his enemies besieged 
his palace, overcame his followers, but 
could never capture him. The fox had 
means of escape that enabled him to 
go forth a free man, though every 
avenue of exit was carefully watched. 

My room wus on the second story 
on a corridor with apartments on el- 
ther hand and was near one extrem- 
ity. On the terminal wall was a mural 
picture. 

Being interested, as I have said, in 
the building, I one day questioned the 
maid who took care of my room 
about its construction, The only in- 
formation I elicited was that none of 
the rooms between me and the near 
end of the hall was occupied.

WOMEN ALWAYS THE VICTIMS. 


In Colonial Days Ducking Stools Were 
Common In Maryland, In Virginia 
the Penalty Waa Often Inflicted, and 
Georgia Sinned as Late as 1819, 


Nowadays tf a the 
habits of talking too loud and too long 
or insists upon saying 
things in wrong places and at wrong 
kensons there are several things which 
may happen to her, If she is a person 
of some social standing ber husband 
may get a divorcee, or if she belongs 
in one of the lower strata he may 
leave her without that little formality 
If she makes life unbearable for 
the neighbors she may possibly be ar 
rested and fined. If she lives in Eng 
land and interrupts the proceedings of 
partiament, calls names, ehases digni 
taries to cover whenever they show 
themselves in public and knocks off 
policemen's helmets she is called a suf 
fragette and sometimes imprisoned 
But even the most “obstinately oppro 
brious and virulent woman,” to quote 
the stately Addison, may be contident 
that she will ve the punishment 
meted out to her sister of old. What 
ever bappens, she won't be sentenced 
to the ducking stool. In many ways 
modern life is tame and tacking in 
drumatie incident for a self assertive 
lady, and even the English suffragettes 
complain that they are not taken se 
riously enough. 

No such claim could have been made 
in the past, say between the fifteenth 
and eighteenth centuries, when far 
more rigid views prevailed on the sub 
ject of feminine self repression. Ip 
those days magistrates unani 
mous in the conviction that 
is ye chojsest orniment for a woman,” 
and it was held a erime to speak “dis 
cornfully" of those in authority, elvil 
or ecclesiastical. A woman must tot 
even indulge in too great freedom of 
speech ip the privacy of her own bonit 
and neighborhood. Sometimes she did, 
and then she was attended to in a sim 
ple yet spectacular manner, 

She was bound securely to a stout 
chair firmly tixed to the end of a long 
benm, arranged to work up and down 
on the principle of the seesaw, on 
the edge of a river or pond. On the 
bank at the other end a man worked 
the contrivance by means of a strong 
chain, and she was given a 
Which Jasted until justice was satis 
fied or reform was promised, the popu- 
lace of course gathering in large num 
bers to assist at the function, 

In England the practice was so gen- 
eral that each town bad its ducking 
pond conveniently located where petty 
offenders of various kinds were disci 
plined. The pond for the western part 
of London was what is now a portion 
of Trafalgar square, Charing 
Many of the old ducking stools are 
still in existence as curiosities. In the 
days of their activity they were kept 
in the chureh porebes, where they 
doubtless pointed u moral us to the 
haughty spirit which goeth before a 
fall 

The first colonists brought the insti 
tution to this country, although it ney- 
er flourished in New England. In fact, 
there are no authentic records of the 
actual use of the ducking in 
these colonies, although a number of 
women were sentenced to be so pun- 
ished. They had, however, other meth 
ods of treatment for ladies of a shrew 
ish disposition, one of these being 
the wearing of a cleft stick upon the 
tongue 

In the central and southern colonies 
the custom was quite popular. In the 
Seventeenth century ducking stools 
were in every county in Maryland, and 
in 1775 one was placed at the contlu 
ence of the Ohio and Monongahela riy- 
ers. In Virginia the penalty was often 
employed, and in 1634 a Thomas Hart 
ly of that colony wrote, it is said, to 
Governor Endicott of Massachusetts,

It Had Its Origin In the Barba- 
rous Wager of Battle. 


QUEER COMBATS IN FRANCE. 


One Fatal Affair of Honor Was Fought 
Out In Balloons, and Another Was 
Decided With Billiard Balls as 
Weapons--A Duel Between Women. 


The idea trom which the code duello 
was developed came down from the 
north with the barbarians who over- 
ran the Roman empire. They brought 
with them the ordeal or wager of bat- 
tle or judicial duel, which sprang from 
their idea to fight ft out and let the 
guilt or innocence of the accused be 
determined by the result of the battle. 

Strangely enough, the judicial duel 
was considered ao fitting mode of set- 
tling disputes between man and wife. 
To equalize as much as possible the 
inequality of such a contest the man 
was put in a pit in which he was 
buried up to the girdle, while one of 
his arms was bound to his side. 
Sometimes uo barrel took the place of 
a pit. lor a weapon the man had a 
baton or stick, the woman a kind of 
sling with a stone in It, 

The story of the duel in the modern 
sense may be dated from 1527, when 
Francis 1. gave the lie to the Emperor 
Charles V., a proceeding which prom- 
{sed to lead combat of excep: | 
tional interest, but which never took 
place because mutual friends recon- 
ciled the pugnacious monarchs, 

By this time the judicial duel had 
been gradually abolished, and the pri- 
vate duel, fought before witnesses, 
who seconded the principals in the en- 
counter, came in. Sometimes the sec- 
onds also mixed it up, and instead of 
n duel there was a quartet or a sextet. 
The day of dueling has passed long 
since in England and America and 
only lingers in Irance as a sort of 
harmless comedy, 

Several duels have been fought be- 
tween women, and there are two or 
three instances of duels between a 
man und a woman, in which the man 
did not always get the better of it. 

One of these duels between women 
was that between two Frenchwomen, 
the Marquise de Nesle and the Com 
de Volignaec, in the eighteenth 
century. The two tithed women were 
tivals for the affections of a certain 
duke, and an incident occurred which 
brought on a bitter quarrel between 
the two jealous grande dames. 

As a result of this the marquise chal- 
lenged the comtesse to tight her a duel, 
and the challenge was accepted. Pis- 
tols were chosen and the Boise de Bou- 
logne selected as the place of meeting. 
When the women had taken thelr 
places the comtesse called out to the 
marquise, “Do you fire first, madame, 
and, mind you, don’t miss me; don't 
Imagine for a moment that I am going 
to miss you!" The marquise fired, but 
missed and hit a neighboring tree. The 
comtesse smiled. “Your hand trembles 
with passion, madame,” cried she. 
“You are lost!” 

The comtesse aimed deliberately at 
the head of the marquise and fired. 
The marquise fell with a great ery as 
of one who had received a mortal 
wound, but the bullet had only cut 
away a minute piece of her shell-like 
ear. All Paris liughed—even the duke. 

Two duels have been fought from 
balloons. ‘The most interesting was 
that between M, de Grandpre and M, 
Le Pique, which took place on May 3, 
1808. Why they selected balloons is 
not clear, but possibly because balloon- 
Ing was one of the crazes of the day. 

Hach duelist, with his second, got 
Into a balloon in the field adjoining the 
Tuileries, and in the presence of a 
creat crowd the cords were cut and up 
shot the balloons. The combatants 
were armed with blunderbusses. At 
about SOO feet from the ground Le 
Pique fired, and Grandpre immediately 
responded, The latter's shot was ef- 
fective and penetrated Le Pique's bal- 
loon, which rapidly descended, and Le 
Pique and his second were dashed to 
death on a housetop, while Grandpre 
and his second descended safely some 
seven lengues awuy 
A duel with billiard balls took place 

France Sept. 4, 1843, between two 

men named, respectively, Le 
and Melfant They quarreled 
over a game of billiards and decided 
to fight a duel with the balls with 
which they were playing. They drew 
lots for the first throw, and Melfant 
won. “Il am going to kill you at the 
first throw,” said Melfant, and, aim- 
ing the missile, he burled it at Lefant, 
striking him in the center of the fore 
head and killing him almost instantly 

Among curious American duels was 
that fought at the Oaks, the famous 
Now Orleans dueling ground, between 
M. Pedesclauy, a creole, and a retired 
Yrench cavalry officer, in antebellum 
days. The duel was fought with both 
rombatants mounted on magnificent 
Ktalllons and armed with broadswords. 
It was a fierce battle, tn which the 
French officer was killed,

Wearing his crown and purple royal 
tinantle, with the scepter of sovereign- 
ty in his hand, King Louis would wan- 
ler through the rooms of his eastles 
at night, conversing with imaginary 
fuests, for the most part with the 
ghosts of King Louis NIV. of France 
and Queen Marie Antoinette. Fre- 
quently places were laid at his table 
for their disembodied spirits. 

The king's debts brought matters to 
a crisis and necessitated the interven- 
tion of the Bavarian government. Most 
of the royal liabilities had been con- 
tracted through the construction and 
decoration of the famous three castles, 
and several creditors threatened to in- 
itiate to recover their 
money. King Louis requested the gov- 
ernment to introduce a bill in the Ba- 
Varian legislature granting his prop- 
erty immunity from seizure for debts, 
and when his ministers refused this 
unreasonable demand he tried to bor- 
row money from all sorts and condl- 
tions of people. 

In April, 1886, the Bavarian chamber 
refused to sanction the payment of the 
king's debts from the publie treasury, 
and u few days later the cabinet ad- 
dressed a respectful petition to Louis 
to curtafl his expenditures. King Louis 
responded by dismissing the whole 
cabinet and nominating a new minis- 
try, at the head of which he placed his 
own barber. 

This irresponsible act brought mat- 
ters to a head. A commission of med- 
feal experts, under the presidency of 
Dr. von Gudden, pronounced the king 
to be ineurably insane and ineapable 
of ruling, and a deputation under 
Baron von Crailsheim was dispatched 
from Munich to the castle where Louis 
was in residence to inform his majesty 
of his dethronement. The king had

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LABOR DAY. 


The largest parade labor organi- 
gations have ever held in these 
parts was that in Boston last Mon- 
day, Sept. 4, or Labor Day. It 
vuumbered thousands of men, but 
just how mapy thousands could 
not be set down with any degree 
of accuracy, because the papers 
differed so widely in their esti- 
mate- and reports of it, Woburn 
was represented in the march by 
a full delegation of leather and 
other working people. 

Resides the parade, which is 
always the principal number on 
the Boston Labor Day programme, 
there were meetings in halls and 
on the Common, at which many 
distinguished orators aired their 
eloquence und produced great 
enthusiasm, 

Here at home nothing of strik- 
ing importance marked the pres- 
ence of a legal holiday. There 
was some baseball, dancing, 
special dinners, automobileing 
around the rural districts, visiting 
the beaches ; but the major part of 
our population went to Boston to 
see the parade and hear the 
speeches and music. 

It is true that many hundreds of 
our people went to and stayed 
hours on Rag Rock and other ele- 
vations in the city to see the air- 
ships from Squantum fly towards 
Nashua, N. H., via Burlington, 
Billerica, Chelmsford, etc., with 
all their might and main to secure 
the $10,000 offered by General 
Charles H. Taylor, Editor-in 
Chief, Publisher and Proprietor of 
the Boston Globe, and the addi- 
tional $7,000 offered by other 
parties to the winner, The race 
took place on Monday, the start 
from Squantum being at 11 o’clock 
A. M., and the arrival at Nashua, 
N. H., 1 hour later, a distance of 
about 50 miles. Some of the 
Woburn watchers got a sight of the 
‘*birds” and others didn’t, as they 
flew over. But it wasn’t much of 
a sight, after all, for the machines 
and aviators appeared as a speck 
in the ether, and a speck isn’t 
much, 

No Labor Day celebration was 
ever blessed with finer weather 
than that of last Monday. 

Stores, shops and factories in 
this city were closed during the 
day ; Federal, State and municipal 
business was hung up, and a Sab- 
bath day quiet and air prevailed.

The largest membership of any 
church in the United States is that 
of the First Presbyterian Society, 
Seattle, Wash., which on the 1911 
Year Book records 4576 members. 
It has five Ordained Clergymen ns 
Assistants to the Pastor in Chief, 
Dr. Matthews.— Boston Transcript. 

In the year 1784 the Town of 
Cannan, Somerset county, Prov- 
ince of Maine, tho site of which 
was subsequently covered by the 
towns of Canaan (modern), Skow- 
hogan and Bloomfield, settled a 
Presbyterian Minister ; but after a 
struggle of 10 years, in 1794, dis- 
satisfied with its creed, the people 
cast off the yoke and embraced 
the Arminian doctrines of the 
Congregationalists, and the Pres- 
byterian organization was dis- 
banded in 1794, In 1801 a Con- 
gregational church was founded in 
the Town. 

So liberal were its tenets, slack 
its discipline, and easy going gen- 
erally, that Mr. Samuel W. Co- 
burn of Bloomfield said in 1849, 
quoting substantially from Millet’s 
‘‘History of Baptists of Maine,” 
afterwards reproduced in Rey. J. 
W. Hanson's‘ History of Canaan ;” 

‘Everybody belonged to: this 
church, as no experience was re- 
quired by the Articles of Faith, 
and only a moderate morality was 
a necessary qualification to mem- 
bership.” 

The above is written merely to 
suggest the inquirey whethar, or 
not, the experience of the Canaan 
and Seattle churches, in the mat- 
ter of membership, has any bear- 
ing on the oftquoted saying: 
‘History repeats itself?”

Briefly, 
it was merely another case of the 
devil shearing the hog—*great 
cry and little wool.” ;

NOMINATIONS 


Papers Are Filed by Both Parties 
In the State 


HARVEY N, SHEPARD LEFT OUT 


Democrats Are Charged With Desert- 
ing Him, but Make Denial—Mayor 
Fitzgerald and the Fire Department 
—New England industries In Dan- 


ger 


The primaries in this state will be 
held on Tuesday, Sept. 26, for the 
nomination of candidates of both 
parties to be voted for at the state 
election on Tuesday, Nov. 7. The 
papers of all the candidates for state 
offices on both tickets were properly 
filed with the secretary of the com- 
monwealth with one exception, That 
was the case of Harvey N. Shepard 
of Boston, Democrat, who was un- 
derstood to be the machine candi- 
date for attorney general. Through 
some oversight, not enough names 
were secured in Essex county to vali- 
date the nomination of Mr. Shepard. 
It is understood that this matter had 
been left by Mr. Shepard to his 
Democratic friends and they failed to 
secure the requisite number in Essex 
county, although in three other coun- 
ties the required names were secured 
and filed. The list filed from Essex 
county lacked a considerable number 
of fiulfilling the requirements. 

Some of the friends of Mr. Shepard 
feel that he was intentionally thrown 
down after he had been invited to be 
a candidate and encouraged to be- 
Neve that the leaders desired his 
name to go on the ticket. Just what 
was behind the scheme of the leaders 
in allowing Mr, Shepard to fall by the 
wayside has not yet developed. At 
any rate, a sore spot has been left 
where there was no necessity for one. 
George W. Anderson was one of the 
other candidates, and it that 
the leaders will now unite on him, as 
xe has filed a sufficient number of 
names to enable him to go on the 
ballot. Joseph J, Leonard of Boston 
is also a candidate, 

Political Experts Are at Sea 

Political experts seem to be all at 
sea in regard to how the state-wide 
primaries are going to operate. Ordi- 
narily by this time they have «a pretty 
definite idea of who are to be the 
party nominees to be voted for at the 
state election. Under the conven- 
tion system It possible to make 
a fairly accurate prediction in this re- 
spect. As this is the first tlme the 
voters will use the state-wide prima- 
the experts do not feel 
at all certain what is going to happen 
in any case where there is a contest, 
and they feel that the results will de- 
pend a good deal upon the size of the 
attendance at these primaries. While 
the three candidates for governor on 
the Republican are each claim- 
ing the nomination, the posted 
political prophets entertain a feeling 
of uncertainty as to the outcome. Af 
ter the system has been in vogue for 
a few may be 
judge of the issues of a contest in ad- 
vance, but it does not seem possible 
to do that today. 

Mayor Fitzgerald Is Determined 

There seems to be a good deal of 
dissatisfaction In Boston over the at- 
titude of Mayor Fitzgerald on the sub- 
ject of the fire department. While he 
was in Europe there was a strong agi. 
tation in favor of more men in the 
department, on the ground thatit was 
woefully undermanned. As a matter 
of fact, it was not a new subject at 
that time, for many months before he 
went abroad the mayor was asked by 
prominent business organizations of 
the city to bring the department up to 
its needed quota of men. Nothing 
came of the agitation while he was 
abroad, but when he returned he de- 
nied the contentions of the business 
organizations. Instead of doing any- 
thing to remedy the conditions, he 
announced that he would appoint a 
committee of five to investigate the 
department and report as to its 
needs. He has appointed four mem- 
bers and asked the board of fire un- 
derwriters to appoint a fifth man, 
This body has now declined to do so, 
on the ground that the whole subject 
has been thoroughly canvassed by tne 
National Fire Underwriters and the 
report issued, which they say is un- 
doubtedly in the hands of the mayor 
at the present time. It {s that 
the mayor is much disappointed at the 
refusal to appoint, and his next move 
is awaited with interest.

Glass In the Making. 

The manufacture of glass antedates 
f@uthentic history, It is only about 
seventy-five years, however, since its 
true character was ascertained. It ts 
now generally conceded to be a salt—a 
chemical compound resulting from the 
union of an acid with a base, The acid 
is silica, the same that is found tin 
quartz or the quartz particles of sand; 
hence the use of sand in its manufae- 
ture. The base may be potash (or 
soda), together with alumina and lime, 
or lead may take the place of lime, 
Lime makes a hard glass and one less 
susceptible to acids and suited to win- 
dows and chemical purposes; lead a 
softer, more fusible and more lustrous 
article, suitable for optical instruments, 
All acids act to some extent on glass, 
especially if the latter has an excess 
of alkali in it. Even wine may cor 
rode the bottles wherein it 1s contain 
ed. The molsture of the air often dis 
solves out the alkall, causing the rain 
bow-like colors (iridescence) of some 
windowpanes. 


Tho Telephone Voice. 

The voice heard over the telephone 
is oa mechanical reproduction of the 
original volee and differs from that of 
n speaking tube or megaphone, where 
the sound waves produced by the 
speaker at one end are transmitted 
directly to the other end. in the tele 
phone the diaphragm of the transmit- 
ter is caused to vibrate by the sound 
waves produged by some one talking 
into the transmitter mouthpiece. This 
diaphragm is connected with a small 


receptacle having a flexible front and} 


partially filled with granular carbon 
This carbon offers resistance to elec 
tric current in proportion to the me 
chanical pressure brought upon it. 
The diaphragm, therefore, in vibrat 
ing produces a yarying  .pressure 
against the carbon, The carbon ts 
ineluded in an electric cireuit, so that 
the variations in its resistance will 
vary the current strength in the cir 
eult.

SCALES OF THE EEL. 


They Are Very Minute and Resemble 
Herringbone Brickwork. 

In the ordinary acceptation of the 
term the eel is a scaleless fish, But 
it is due to the fact that its scales are 
very minute and imbedded in the skin 
They form, oa pointed out by a cor- 
respondent, very interesting and beau- 
tiful objects for the microscope. In 
size the scales of the eel vary from one- 
twentieth of an inch upward, accord- 
juny to the age of the fish. They are 
formed of two layers of a clear, horny 
substance, the upper of which Is 
studded with crystals of calcium car- 
bonate. These are so transparent as 
to look like empty cells. The scales 
vary in shape from a blunt to an 
elongated oval and are sometimes al- 
most kidney shaped. 

This is how the senles of the eel tell 
its age. On each may be observed at 
intervals several more er fleas clearly 
marked lines parallel to the margin. 
These mark lines of growth, one for 
each year of the life of the fish, Three 
years, however, must be allowed for 
the Innermoat ring, as the eel has no 
scales until the third year. The scales 
do not overlap to any extent and are 
arranged in series of small groups at 
right angles to each other, so as to 
resemble what is known as herring 
bone brickwork. Conger eels, how- 
ever, are sald to have no scales.—Lon- 
don Field.

They are men incapable of carry- 
ing on their trade successfully, 
and are after ‘tinducements” in 
some shape—either money, factory 
rent, freedom from taxes, or other 


form which will be valuable to 
them by and by. In years 
past Woburn has had some 
dealings with this class of 
manufacturers; and scores of 
great empty shoe factories in 
Maine are now witnesses to the 


unwiesdom of the people of that 
State in encouraging by substan- 
tial ‘‘inducements” adventurers to 
go there 15 years ago and build 
manufacturing plants with other 
people's cash or credit. 

We hear that the Woburn 
Business Men’s Association are 
being appealed to for aid by 
manufacturers secking new loca- 
tions for their business. Gentle- 
men, investigate all such cases 
thoroughly before making up 
your minds what to do with them. 
If you find honest men with good 
cases, cling to and induce them to 
come, open up their factories, 
settle, and work, here ; but if they 
talk help to start with drop them 
like a hot potato. 


RUM WON. 


Last Monday, Sept. 11, the 


voters of Maine, in a contest at 
the polls between Prohibition 
and Rum, rendered a verdict in 


favor of Rum by less than 1,000 
majority. 

It was the hottest ballot box 
fight that was ever fought in the 
Pine Tree state, and ought to 
have gone for temperance, 

But there are so many hypo- 
crites in Maine, as everywhere 
else, who talk Prohibition in pub- 
lic and drink whiskey ‘behind 
the door” that it was a wonder 
temperance got as many votes as 
it did last Monday. 

Later. Official returns from 
the vote in Maine last Monday on 
‘‘Resubmission” of the Constitu- 
tional Prohibition to the people, 
conveyed the gratifying intelli- 
gence that the ‘* Vets” were beaten 
by 300 majority and the joy of 
the ‘‘Drys” knew no bounds. The 
first returns gave the Rum party 
1,000 majority; but the official 
count changed all that, and Maine 
still holds to her Constitutional 
Prohibition.

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WATCHES FOR THE BLIND. 


They Are Made With Raised Numerals 
and Without Crystals. 

The fingers of a blind man were 
ekimming over the pages of a book in 
the reading room for the sightless In 
the public library when he suddenly 
drew a watch from his pocket, opened 
the face, closed it with a snap and 
then placed his book on the table, 

“It's 4 o'clock, 7 guess I'd better be 
roing,”’ he said to the librarian, who was 
hovering near to attend to the wants 
of lier renders, The book was repliced 
on the shelf, and the blind man arose 
and departed 

The blind man‘’s telling time by a 
watch impressed a visitor, who asked 
about it. 

“You will find,” said the librarian, 
“that most blind persons carry 
watches and often consult them, The 
watches are of the hunting case sort, 
but they have no crystal, and the nu 
merals are embossed. The blind per 
son opens the case, and by pressing 
his fingers lightly on the face he can 
tell the time instantly by the position 
of the hands. The watches are espe- 
clally made for the sightless, the 
hands being made differently, so they 
may be distinguished at once. 

“I have seen blind persons stand 
near an electric clock, that strikes once 
on the hour, and with watch in hand 
walt until the bell rings. As it does 
so they set their own by moving the 
minute hand, around until {ft touches 
| their thumb nail, which ts held exact- 
ly at 12.".—New York Times.

The Way Haydn's “Ox” Minuet Came 
to Get That Title.

Kind 
“Papa Haydn” consented, and in a few 
days the man of meat obtained his 
music. Not long afterward Haydn 
was surprised to hear this same min- 
uet played under his window, On 
looking out he saw a band of musi 
cians forming a ring around a large 
ox, tastefully decorated with flowers 
Soon the butcher came up and pre 
sented the ox to Haydn, saying that 
for such excellent music he thought 
he ought to make the composer a 
present of the best ox in his posses- 
sion, Ever after this little composi- 
tion was called the “Ox” minuet.—W. 
Irancis Gates in “Anecdotes of Great 
Musicians,” 


How Franklin Learned Manners.

MAYONNAISE, 


The Way the Genuine Dressing le Pre- 
pared by French Cooke, 

Housewives concoct all sorts of 
dressings —cooked and uncooked 
Which they eall mayonnalse, but whieh 
fre not properly entitled to that name, 
The genuine mayonnaise as prepared 
by French cooks is made by combining 
olive oll, egg yoke and vinegar without 
cooking in such a way that the mix 
ture will not curdie, The proportions 
of these ingredients and the method of 
putting them together may be varied, 
and mustard and similar seasonings 
may be added, but fundamentally the 
real muyonnaise is always the same. 
The following rule will be found a 
good one: 

Ilnve ready one egg yolk, one scant 
cupful of olive oil, three teaspoonfuls 
of vinegar, a saltspoonful of salt, a 
Baltspoonful of sugar, a ieht dust of 
eayenne and a level half teaspoonful 
of powdered mustard. Brenk the yolk 
with a fork, beat the mustard, 4alt, 
pepper and sugar into it and when a 
smooth mixture has been formed be- 
gin adding the oil, drop by drop, until 
the whole begins to look like creamed 
butter. Then pour in the oll faster 
until all is used, While the oil is be- 
ing added the dressing should be beat- 
en constantly with a fork. Last of all, 
pour in the vinegar very slowly, bent- 
Ing the dressing rapidly while doing 
so. Set it on ice to stand until want- 
ed and add it to the salad the last mo- 
ment before serving. 

It is well to have everything very 
cold when making this dressing, al- 
though excellent mayonnaise has been 
made without the use of ice, but the 
oll must not be so cold that it has be 
gun to thicken. It is sometimes stated 
that the drop by drop method {fs un- 
necessary, but while success may be 
obtained by putting, the ingredients 
together more quickly it is always 
risky to do so, The drop by drop 
method practically insures success, Uf 
desired lime juice may be substituted 
for the vinegar. Exchange,

Text of the Lesson, Dan. iii, 13-28. 
Memory Verses, 17, 18—Golden Text, 
Heb, xiii, 6—Commentary Prepared

The first chapter ended with Daniel 
continuing. Many begin well who do 


tot so continue, but one mark of a 
truce disciple is patient continuance 
(1 Cor, xv, 58) The second ehapter 
ends with Dantel promoted to be a 


great man, ruler over the whole prov- 
Inee of Babylon and chief of the gov 
ernors over all the wise men of Baby 
lon Ile sat in the gate of the 
king, but we may be sure that he was 
there for the Lord God of Israel rather 
than for the king of Babylon. In his 
high position he did not forget his 
three friends, but by his request they 
also were set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon (chapter tf, 48, 49). 

The vision granted to the king of 
Babylon and the part of the interpre 
tation which said “Thou art this head 


nlso 


of gold” seem to have affected him 
more than the words “The God of 
heaven hath given thee a kingdom” 


(i, 87, 88S), and so he caused to be made 
a great image all of gold and set ft 
up in the plain of Dura and gathered 
all his rulers and great men to the 
dedication this image. 

There are in this chapter ten refer- 
ences to this image, as made or set up 
by the king, that all people might fall 
down and worship it. The penalty for 
disobedience wus to be cast Into a 
burning fiery furnace (verse 6). The 
fmportance of this man in his own es- 
timation is seen also in chapter fv, 80, 
in the words, “Is not this great Baby- 
lon that I have built * * * by the 
might of my power and for the honor 
of my majesty?" Ite is strikingly sug 
gestive of one soon to come who will 
enuse to be made an image that ean 
speak and who will kill all who will 
not worship his image and prevent all 
from doing business who have not his 
mark (Rey. xiil, 11-17). 

His thought and manner of conduct 
are seen in such words as these: “TI 
will ascend above the heights of the 
clouds, JI will be like the Most High.” 
“Tle shall exalt himself and mapmify 
himself above every god and shall 
speak marvelous things against the 
God of gods." “Who opposeth and 
exalteth bimself above all that dis eall- 
ed God or that is worshiped so that 
he, as God, sitteth in the temple of 
God, showing himself that he is God" 
(Isa. xiv, 14; Dan, xi, 86; IL Thess. i, 
4).

The end of this trio will be not a 
furnace of fire, but the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone and 
torment forever (Rev. xix, 19, 20; xx, 


10). See the contrast in the future of 
those who worship Him and those who 
will rather die than worship Him 
(Rey. xiv, 9-11; xv, 2-4), Oh, for grace 
to stand as did the friends of Daniel 
and down to nothing that any 
man set up, whether of doctrine or 
good works or any scheme that is not 
of God. 

Judging from verses 8 and 7, there 
must have been an immense compuny 
of people and a most magnificent and 
imposing celebration at the dedication 
of this image. It might be said that 
the like of it was never seen on earth 
before. In a sense, all the world gath- 
ered to honor the world ruler. Had 
Dantel’s friends not been Jews and 
not occupying so high a position in the 
kingdom (verse 12) they might 
sibly not have been noticed, but there 
were envy and jealousy enough abroad 
to cnuse them to be keenly watched. 

The rage and fury of the king were 
very great when he learned that any 
one had refused to bow to his image,

Phillidor was the assumed name of 
Francois Andre Danican, born at 
Dreux in 1726. Tle wus educated as a 
court musician for Louis XIV. He com- 


posed music to Dryden's “Alexander's | 


Teast” and to many operas, all long 
since forgotten. Dunican’s fame does 
not live in music, but as Phillidor, the 
chess player. As a chess player he vis- 
ited Holland, Germany and England 
In 1749, while in England, he published 
his “Analysis of Chess.” a work which 
has taken its place among the classics 
of the game. Tle died in England Aug 
31, 1705.—Exchange.

BEST BANKNOTES, 


They Are Produced by American 
Talent and Methods. 


HARDEST TO COUNTERFEIT. 


Paul Revere, the 
Firet American Banknote Artist, 
Ours Have Been More Difficult to 
Imitate Than Those of the Old World. 


To say that Americans make the best 
banknotes in the world may sound at 
first rather boastful, and yet any his- 
tory of the art and industry of note 
engraving which failed to record that 
fact would be incomplete. 
vere was the first American banknote 
| artist, and from the time of the char- 
tering of the Bank of North America 
under the direction of Robert Morris, 
in 1781, up to the present American 
engravers have excelled not only in the 
artistic quality of their designs, but in 
their provisions against counterfeiting, | 

Marco Polo found banknotes in Chi- 
ha ages ago, printed on paper made 
from the bark of the mulberry tree. 
One of the notes upon which the great 
Venetian traveler himself may have 
guzed is on exhibition at this day in 
the office of an American company. It 
is one of a series issued by the Ming 
dynasty abont 1899 A. D.—"current 
inywhere under heaven"—and seems 
to have been printed from wooden 
blocks on a sheet of paper nine by 
thirteen inches, a bigger surface than 
} any man could cover with both hands 
outstretched It is good for “one 
string of cash.” The provision against 
forgery is simple to the point of sever- 
ity: “Counterfeiters hereof will be ex- 
ecuted, Persons giving information of 
counterfeiters will be rewarded with 
taels 250 and In addition will receive 
the property belonging to the criml- 
nal.” 

Another great government has placed 
much dependence upon death as a de- 
terrent to imitators of its promises to} 
pay. When Jacob Perkins of New- 
buryport, Mass., invented the method 
of transferring designs from hardened 
steel plates to steel cylinders and re- 
transferring to flat plates, thus en- 
abling the engraver to devote the time 
necessary to accomplish his best work 
in the original and reproduce it at will, 
the new process aroused international! | 
interest. Mr. Perkins and his 
ciates went to London in 1819 at the 
instance of the British minister at 
Washington to help the Bank of Eng- | 
land to issue notes not easily counter- 
| felted. But the conservative old bank 
refused to adopt the new method, pre- 
ferring, as one of the Americans said, 
to rely upon the hangman rather than 
the engraver. Nevertheless the Eng- 
lish began in time to follow American 
methods after the geometric lathe had 
been invented by Asa Spencer of New | 
London, Conn., and improved by Cyrus 
Durand. 

The governments of continental Eu- 
rope depend exclusively upon color 
work to protect their paper currency, | 
and several of the large banks of issue 
have civil engineers in charge of thelr 
bureau of engraving and printing, 
|} though what connection there may be 
between engineering and engraving is 
& mystery. Many Italian banknotes 
are easy to counterfeit, The Bank of 
Spain has of late abandoned its own 
plant because its notes were imitated 
so successfully that counterfeits were

SPEED OF A SHOT 


| Finding the Velocity of a Missile 


a Simple Matter. 


MEASURED BY A PAPER DRUM. 


The Whirling Cylinder Registers the 
Projectile’s Flight With Minute Ac- 
curacy at Any Desired Distance. 
Wing Shots and Shot Charges. 


Persons at all interested in gun firing 
of any kind, whether of the revolver 
or rifle or of heavy ordnance of any 
kind, oceasionall? come upon the term 
“muzzle velocity” and velocities of the 
missile at stated distances 

“How tell how fast a 
bullet truveling when it leaves the 
muzzle of a weapon?’ is a likely com- 
ment on the purt of the layman 

As a matter of fact this approximate 
velocity of the one of 
the eusiest of determinations to make. 

In the first place, a drumlike cylinder 
is made of fixed diameter and of suf- 
ficiently stiff paper to allow of {ts re- 
volving rapidly on a spindle. Using a 
eylinder of small circumference, it {9 
necessury that the approach 
2,000 revolutions a minute. These rev- 
olutions are produced by electri: 
er, and the count is made by an exact 
mechanical register. 

The gun is placed secugely at the re 
quired distance from the drum and ts 
directly at the center of the 
eylinder, which is spinning at so 
many rods, even miles, a minute, as 
{ts circumference determines, With 
the drum’s speed adjusted an electric 
current discharges the weapon, the 
bullet striking the center of the drum 
4&8 mensured from top to bottom. 

The reader understands that with the 
drum stationary the bullet would pass 
directly through it on the line of its 
diameter, coming out on the other side 
with seurcely a shade of {mpediment. 
With the drum’s periphery whirling at 
the rate of 2,000 revolutions a minute 
and its Qameter only a fraction more 
than a foot this would mean a rate of 
2,000 yards in sixty seconds. Thus in 
the fragment of a second necessary for 
the bullet to enter one side of the pa- 
per drum, cross it and out at the other 
side the of the drum 
svould considerable deviation 
from an exact diameter of line of pas- 
sage, 

It is this space of deflection shown 
inside the further rim of the drum that 
is used for the computation of velocity 
of the missile. The speed of the cylin- 
der may be computed to the ten thou-

The reverend historian Samuel 
Sewall, in his imaginary address to 
the ancestors of the period of 1680, 
if he were present at a 
Sabbath day’s services in Woburn ov 
Meeting-House Hill, remarks, at the 
beyinoing, ‘*There's a surprising re 
semblance iv many respects between 
your couvtry and mine. ‘Tbe climate 
ia the very same, ‘The natural scenery 
of both places is almost exactly alike.” 
Che period of which he was speaking 
was one bundred and eighty years and 
upwards, back from his own time; aud 
the scenery upou which we are looking 
was familiar forty years before 1680, 
to the eyes of Capt. Edward Johnson, 
the early New England historian and 
first settler of Woburn, who aaid, in 
quaint phrase, that the situation of 
the towo was then **in the highest part 
of the yet peopled land.” He described 
the territory as*tvery full of pleasant 
springs, avd great variety of very 
good water; and said the meadows 
were ‘*not large,” but lie in differeat 
places; that the Jaod in many spots 
was ‘very frnittul;” but) there was no 
‘*preat quantity of plain land,” mean- 
ing level land, in any ove place. Rocks 
and swamps, masts and tar, and irop 
ore were abundant, The masta and 
were too distant from the market, 
and no attempt was made to mise the 
iron ore until a long period afterward ; 
and, so far as known, only futile at- 
tempts, Silver and bog iroo ore, and 
possibly iron pyrites (foola’ gold) have 
been mined in small quantities in Wo- 
burn, but all before the present mem 
ory of man. ‘There are better places 
for such work than bere. 

The United States is making a topo- 
urapbic and geologic map of the entire 
country. ‘he topographic map repre 
sents all inequalities of surface, called 
relief; distribution of water, or draip- 
age; and the works of man, called cul- 
ture. In the first to 
such features as plains, valleys, and 
bills, and in the second to such features 
as streams, lakes and swamps, and ip 
the third to the roads, railroads, bouud 
aries, villages and cities, The employ- 
ees are provided with rules for the 
prosecution of every part of their work ; 
but the ancients on whom we must de- 
pend for much of our early description 
had no such minute rules, and the 
works of man were naught ip the ruce 
wilderness, which then surrounded the 
uew settlements, Capt. Edward John 
son in his accoust, did report fairly oo 
the character of the surface of the 
country and the drainage, and his 
words signify that the topographical 
features of this section, referring to 
the relief, or the prominent inequali- 
ties of surface are the same today, ne 
they bave been from the earliest known 
generation of its inhabitants. 

Climate and location have much to 
do with the health and progress of a 
community. Good drinking 
desirable for its benefit, and according 
early testimony Woburp bad this 
abundantly from springs whieh lay 
pear adjacent to respective dwellings 
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Chis was followed by the system of 
wells, early defined boles under 
ground, usually of a cylindrical figure, 
aod walled with and mortar.

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[he practice of obtaining water from} 


wells is of great antiquity. The com 
mon well, or dug well, was iotroduced 
into this country at a period long prior 
to 1775, for they are mentioned in the 
stories of Revolutionary combatants. 
Ot course the sources of impurity are 
so numerous ip large towns that wells 
linve long since been abandoned for 
domestic purp es. 

W hile the theory of springs has given 
much discussion, it ia univer 
sally believed at the present day that 
the flow of water from springs, whether 
deep-seated or superficial, is due to the 
fact that they are the lines of natural 
drainage, aud that they are derived 
from reservoirs, whose openings assume 
a basio-like form, where they touch 
the surface of the ground. Very little 
written the subject of 
ancient wells by the bistorians of this 
couvtry, The mortality of the com 
munity, referring to the frequency of 
death, appears to have been small at 
the first, a very few dying each year; 
(he number being very early increased 
by the losses in the several desperate 
wars waged by 
the Indian and French 
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the smallpox ; one disastrous epidemic 
of whieh, occurring ip 1678, destroyed 
ao ubknown of the Woburn 
inbabitants in the course of that and 
the following year. A ship brought 
the infection to Nantasket, aod multi 
tudes died of it iu Boston and surround 
ing places It is estimated of those 
who caught it, that eight hundred died, 
In Woburn twenty-seven persons were | 
of it in May, 1679, and of this 
number, four, died; and 
there were Certuinly others who were 
sick of the smallpox, aod died at that 
period. Other instances still of deaths 
from this dreaded disease in the early 
time are noted in the records in 1708, 
1707, 1721, In 1688 was a 
death from a notable accident, in whieh 
of Woburn, died by a 
shot from the band of his brother, who 
fired and shot him unawares in the 
woods, instead of a deer. 

But the statisties and nature of the 
early record, are such as to give only a 
meagre and very imperfect outline of 
causes of death and number affected in 
epidemics, 

There is instance, however, 
which escaped them. ‘The account is

PERFECT STEEL BALLS, 


They Have Never Yet Been Made, 
Even In the Laboratory. 

One of the needs of the day ts a 
perfectly spherical steel ball, and yet 
it has never been made even in the 
laboratory, much less in the shop for 
commercial uses. When we consider 
the importance of ball bearings for au- 
tomobiles, motoreyeles and other ma- 
chinery the imperfections in steel balls 
must appeal to all as of the greatest 
moment. Of course we make pretty 
good steel balls, which could not have 
heen manufactured a few years ago, 
So far ns the eye can discern, they are 
perfectly spherical, too, and ordinary 
measuring instruments will not be able 
to detect any difference in them, but 
nevertheless they are not perfectly 
spherical. 

A steel ball for automobile bearings 
must be perfect within .0001 inch, and 
they are made even more perfect than 
this, but mathematical perfection in 
this respect seems to be almost as il- 
lusive as squaring the cirele or discoy- 
ering the perpetual motion machine, 

When the steel ball was first used in 
the bearings of bicycles it was a very 
imperfect sphere. It was not called 
upon to bear any great load, and the 
velocity was not great. At the 
the load on it was not more than 200 
pounds, and at the rate of sixty miles 
an hour the revolutions were not more 
than 720 per minute, Compare that 
With the load and velocity of the mod- 
ern ball bearings of automobiles. re 
quently the load approximates a thou 
sand pounds and the velocity is any- 
where from 800 to 1,200 revolutions, 
The small steel balls must take the 
maximum load of the ear and pass it 
on to others without binding or catch 
ing, <A slight imperfection in any one 
ball would cause trouble. In facet, it 
is impossible to use balls with any ap 
preclable variation in size from 
another, and the more nearly round 
they are the better the results. 

Steel balls are not only made more 
perfect in shape than ever before, but 
they harder and tougher, As 
there is a tendency to flake, only spe 
clal steels can be used in their manu- 
facture, and these tough, bard 
are all the more dificult to work with 
to perfect roundness. The 
balls for 
bearing ro made, is one of the most 
difficult of steels to cut or shape, and 
the work of handling it has developed

The ap- 
plication of the ball bearing system 


is extended to new lines of industrial 
use each year, and builders of all 
kinds of apparatus are taking advan- 
tage of the perfection reached by the 
manufacturers of these little spheres 
of tough steel.—Harper's Weekly.

most practically helpful, inas 
much as the God of Dantel and his 
friends none other than our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is the same yester- 
day, today forever and always 
ready to hold strongly with all whose 
hearts are wholly for Tiim, not keep 
Jung us from trials, but manifesting 
His presence with us in the trial and 
bringing through to His glory. 
Men and women who belleve God 
were never more needed than now, * 

Oh, for a testimony such as was 
given concerning Daniel, even by his 
enemies! We shall not find any ocea 
sion against him, exeept we find it 
concerning the law of his God (verses 
4,5). Knowing something of his hab 
it of prayer, they asked the king to 
sign a decree that no one should ask 
a petition of any god or man save 
Darius for thirty days under penalty 
of being east to the lions. 

Although Daniel knew the decree 
had been signed, he kept on as afore 
time, kneeling upon his knees in 
prayer three times a day, with his 
windows open toward Jerusalem, re- 
membering I Kings vill, 4749. His 
enemies did not need to wateh long in 
order to catch him in their net, and 
the king was promptly informed that 
“that Daniel of the captivity of Judah

regardeth not thee, O king, nor the | 
decree that thou hast signed” (verse 


13). If the king had not before seen 
the design of his presidents and 
princes against Daniel he saw it now 
and was sore displeased, not with 


Daniel, but with himself that he had 
not seen through this plot before sign- 
ing the decree, 

He labored in vain to deliver his 
prime minister, whom he evidently 
esteemed and loved, but even the law 
of God, which is holy and just and 
good, cannot save any one, much less 
this law of the Medes and Persians, 
which was only a great iniquity. Our 
deliverance from the condemnation of 
the holy law of God is accomplished 


only by a sinless person taking the 
place of the guilty and suffering in 
our stead (IL Cor. vy, 21; Rom. iii, 


19-24; x, 4). 

We do not read that Darius so loved 
Daniel that he gave himself for him 
and went to the den of lions in his | 
steud, but we do read just that vir 
tually of Jesus Christ (I Pet. i, 24; | 
Gal, il, 20, 1. Daniel was cast to 
the lions (probably not very gently), a 
stone laid upon the mouth of the den 
und sealed with the signet of the 
king and his lords. Imagine the re- 
joicing on the part of his enemies be- 
enuse they were now rid of him, and

no doubt they ridiculed the God of 
Daniel who could not deliver him 
from the lions nor from their power, 

After a night of sleeplessness and 


fasting very early in the morning the 
king is found at the den of lions call- 


ing aloud to Daniel if perchance he 
may still be alive. Surely Darius | 
must have learned something of the | 


power of Daniel's God to be able to 
imagine such a thing possible and to 
encourage him as he did on his way 
to the den, With what joy and grat- | 


itude the king must have heard the 
voice of Daniel and the words, “My | 
God hath sent His angel and hath 


shut the lions’ mouths that they have 
not hurt me" 

So Daniel was taken up out of the 
den, and no manner of hurt was found 
upon him he believed in his 
God (28), 

Thus shall it be in the morning of 
the first resurrection. No mutter 
what the saints have suffered here in 
their mortal the resurrection 
body will be perfect, for we shall be 
like Him (I Jolin fil, 2). The accusers 
of Daniel were then cast into the den 
of lions, with their wives and chil- 
dren, and there no deliverance 
for them, 

As to the righteous and the wicked, 
rend in Ds, xlix, 14, that the 
upright shall have dominion over them 
in the morning Study the morning 
delivyerances of Seripture, but note 
that there will be no morning for the 
eneniies of God (Isa. vill, 20, R. Vo. 
In verses 25 to 27 see how by a world- 
wide decree the living God, the God 
of Daniel, was magnified. Tow tell 
ing are the words in verse 28, ‘So this 
Daniel prospered,” and according to 
the last sentence in his book we shall 
find him in his appointed place in the 
kingdom—that kingdom under the 
whole heaven which is to be given to 
the people of the saints of the Most

THE MAGNETIC NEEDLE. 


It Is Quite Often Very Far From Boing 
True to the Pole. 

“True ns the needle to the pole,” Ike 
many another popular saying, conveys 
u distinctly erroneous impression. In 
order to keep itself duly informed as 
to the unfalthfulness of the needle to 
the pole, or, technically, the “variation 
of the compass" from the true north, 
our government maintains a division 
of terrestrial magnetism. 

Not only does the magnetic needle 
vary at different places, but the varia 
tion changes from year to year 
even at different times in the day. On 
magnetic survey charts those places 
which at a particular time have the 
sme amount of variation are connect- 
ed by what is known as an tsogonie, or 
equal variation Une. Through these 
points on the map in which there is no 
variation of the needle from the true 
north a line known as the agonic 
passes, 

Iron deposits and mountain ranges 
modify the action of the unknown 
causes of the periodical variation and 
cnuse these Hines to become even more 
erooked than those which mark equal 
temperatures, known as isothermal 
lines, 

Isogonie charts may be accurate to- 
day and full of small errors in a few 
years. The famous Mason and Dixon's 
line between Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, which was surveyed in the years 
1763 to 1767, was run by the stars 
und not by the needle, a great plece of 
foresight in that day, If it had been 
surveyed by the compass in 1800 it 
would have shown a deviation in some 
places of two miles, and had the line 
been run by uncorrected compass a 
hundred years later, in 1900, the varia 
tion would have reached nearly nine 
teen miles to the south and the rich 
coal fields of two Maryland counties 
would have been thrown into Pennsyl 
vanin. 

The discovery of the magnetic 
needle's shortcomings is belleved to 
have been made during the voyage of 
Columbus. The disclosure constitutes 
a high tribute to the scientific percep-

Last Thursday, week, Sept. 21, 
Canadian Reciprocity, a trades 
scheme originated by, and dear 
to, Bresident Taft, was snowed 
under clean out of sight by the 
Canucks at the general election 
held in the British Provinces that 
day.

Judge Johnson has already printed 
several deeds which bear upon the sub 
ject of mining shares and allotments in 
Woburn at this Mine Hill. It

interested parties in Woburn sold shares 
and righte in both Rag Rock and 
Mount Plainum (Copper Mountain) 
lor the purpose of mining copper and 
other minerala, to John Foster and 
Francis Burroughs, both reputable 
merchants of Boston.

John Sears died Oct. 5, 1697.— 
Woburn Records It will be observed

between that of Allen Converse aud 
that of Joho Wright on present Middle 
Street; that is, oo the same side of that 
street, just west of the Woburo City 
Farm eatate.

The defeat of the reciprocity agree- 
ment by the Canadians was suth a 
genuine surprise that politicians have 
hardly recovered yet, from their as- 
tonishment.

(It seems to be a very 
general view that nothing contributed 
quite so much to rejection of the 
agreement as the statements made by 
Speaker Champ Clark in the special 
session of congress favoring annexa- 
tion. That statement was used by 
Canadians in opposition to the ratifi- 
sation of the agreement, and it Js un- 
derstood to have been agreed in Can- 
ada that it was most potent in stir- 
ring up opposition to it. Such a 
statement coming from the speaker of 
the lower house of congress had the 
foree of an official of the nation, It 
was so accepted by the Canadian op- 
ponents of reeiprocity. The Demo 
cratic party is therefore blamed 18 
being responsible for the defeat of the 
agreement, through the Democratic 
speaker of the national and 
there is a general suspicion that while 
Democrats in congress voted for reci 
procity they were anxious to have it 
defeated by the Canadians and willing 
to help in that defeat.

RAFTS OF GNAT EGGS. 


Their Floating Illustrates a Curious 

Property of Water. 

Many simple experiments show that 
the surface of water possesses a prop) 
erty which causes it to resist the pas 
sage of bodies either from above or be 
low, ‘This Is true not only of soapy 
water, but of the cleanest and purest 
water as well, A sheet of tine gauze 
tends to float because, its welght be 
ing widely distributed, each of the nu 
merous separate wires is resisted by 
the surface film so that the water can 
not readily puss through the meshes, 

Insects and plants utillze this fact 


in many interesting ways. Some 
water plants whose leaves flont on 
the water have a very simple con 


trivance to keep the upper surfaces of 
the leaves dry. This consists of a 
great number of minute hairs covering 
the tops of the leaves. Water cannot 
penetrate among these hairs even 
when the leaves are forced down be 
neath the surface, 

The little rafts of eggs that gnats 
set nffoat on the water are kept from 
sinking and from being upset through 
this same principle. The tiny eggs 
have their points all upward, and they 
ure glued together so closely that, 
while there is open space all around 
the point of each egg, yet the width of 
these spaces is so slight that water 
ciunot readily pass through. You may 
again and again upset such an egg 
raft, but it will right itself every time, 
and the upper surface will remain dry,

Gilded Globes That Mark the 
Pawnbroker’s Shop.

are, They are the arms of the Medici 
family. Whoever has visited Florence

But how comes it 
that the decorations of the Tuscan pal- 
ace have found their way to London 
and elsewhere? 

The explanation is not difficult if we 
give the subject a moment's thought. 
The first gold changers to settle in 
London, as in Paris, were the Floren- 
tines or Lombards. They chose Lom- 
bard street as the place where they 
would carry on their business. These 
early settlers are perpetuated today by 
the bankers, In the early days the in- 
habitants counted among their number 
some of the Medici family, and to in 
spire confidence they exhibited their 
family arms, to which they had a per- 
fect right. The family of Medici is ex- 
tinct today, but their arms survive 
them, the present users thinking the 
respectability of the origin too great to 
be dispensed with.—London Globe.

YOUR MORNING MAIL. 


It May Be Dangerous to Open It at the 
Breakfast Table.

According to a Ber- 
lin scientist, Professor Kron, and the 
London Lancet, it is dangerous—very. 
Professor Kron has succeeded tn trac 
ing several causes of contagion to the 
old custom of waiting until you sit 
down at the breakfast table before 
opening and going through your morn- 
ing mail. Ie enalls attention to the 
fact that the average man or woman 
goes down to breakfast with hands 
and face scrupulously clean, teeth 
scrubbed and throat gargled. In that 
condition he is prepared to eat with- 
out danger of swallowing more dis- 
ease germs than may have possibly 
escaped the watchful attentions of the 
cook, 

But instead of doing that he handles 
letters and papers which have passed 
through many hands before reaching 
his own. Letween bites he opens en- 
velopes and wrappers and in doing so 
unthinkingly paves the way for the 
absorption of all kinds of germs which 
may or may not do him a great deal 
of hari, 

It has long been the custom in many 
well regulated households where the 
breakfast hour is fixed somewhat late 
and where the mail carrier gets around 
before breakfast is served to place 
each person's morning letters by his 
or her plate in the dining room. This, 
says the Lancet, is a custom which 
should be abolished at once. Letters 
should be opened and read either be 
fore or after breakfast, but never at 
the table during the handling of food.

With a bit of 
sponge go lightly over the leather with 
this glair and let it dry, Should 
the glair froth up on the leather, as it 
Is very likely to do if there is much 
tool work on the book, dab it until it 
subsides with the palm of the hand or 
with the sponge squeezed as dry as 
possible.
